AMMAN, Jan 4, (Reuter): 
The Arab world has fiercely 
condemned Israel's plan to 
expel nine Palestinians 
accused of inciting violence in 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

Fresh troubles were today 
reported in West Bank, where 
tear gas and rubber bullets were 
fired. 

Kuwait expressed anger today 
at Israel's decision to expel nine 
Palestinians from the occupied 
territories and said there were 
plans to fight the move. 

Deputy Premier and Foreign 
Minister Sheikh Sabah Al 
Ahmed told reporters Israel was 
aiming to “empty the Arab land 
of its Arab residents.” 

Contacts 

He said there had been con- 
tacts both in the Arab world and 
outside the region to. “confront 
the Zionist decision and to try to 
abort it in order to keep the Pales- 
tinians in their lands.” 

He did not elaborate but said 
Kuwait was concerned about the 
situation in the .West Bank and t 
G aza Strip and would do all.it 
could to helpi the Palestinians. 

British junior Foreign Office 
Minister David Mellbr, called 
yesterday for Israel to end its 
occupation of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip and said Britain 
would press for an international 
Middle East peace conference. 

In Jerusalem’s walled old dly, 
Mellor toured the Al Aqsa 
Mosque, Islam's third holiest 
shrine, and told Muslim leaders 
he would stress British support 
for an international conference 
when he meets Israeli officials 
later this week. 

Concern 

“Our concern is that people in 
the occupied territories should 
have a decent future and they 
cannot have a decent future 
under the present arran- 
gements. . . The status quo is not 
an option,'? he said. 

Mellor berated an Israeli 
officer today for ordering the 
arrest of Palestinian youths while 
he was visiting Jabalya refugee 
camp in the Gaza Strip. 

Egypt, the only Arab slate to 
sign a peace treaty with Israel, 
was said Lo have warned Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
that expulsions could have grave 
repercussions.

Palestinians mourn 
Israeli raid victims 


AIN AL-HILWEH. Lebanon, 
Jan 4, (Reuter): Commandos 
fired machine-guns into the air 
and women wailed today as the 
bodies of some of the 19 people 
killed in a weekend Israeli airraid 
were driven through a south 
Lebanon refugee camp. 

The 15 Palestinian victims, 
including seven children and a 
woman, were driven in ambulan- 
ces from the hospital in Ain Al- 
Hilweh camp to cemeteries in the 
Bouij Al-Shemali camp further 
south and in the village of Baija. 

The Damascus-based Popular 
Front for the Libera lion ofPales- 
U'ne-General Command (PFLP- 
GC), which lost three men in the 
Israeli raid on Saturday night, 
has vowed revenge along with the 
Fatah Revolutionary Council 
ledbyAbuNidal. 

Effective 

Security sources said the 
Israeli attacks were seen as 
retaliation for a PFLP-GC hang- 
glider attack in November which 
killed six Israeli soldiers. 

Abu Fida Omran, me top 
PFLP-GC official in south 
Lebanon, told reporters at Ain 
AI-Hilweh the retaliation for the 


Israeli raid “will be more severe 
and more effective than the hang- 
glider attack.'' 

Three members of the Druze 
Progressive Socialist Party (PSP) 
were killed in the Israeli aitacks 
which heightened tension bet- 
ween the Lebanese Array and the 
Druze militia. 

They declared blockades of 
each other’s ports on Saturday in 
a dispute over an Air Force 
Helicopter which a Druze deser- 
ter flew to PSP territory last 
week. 

Military sources said patrol 
craft from forces loyal to Chris- 
tian President Amin Gemayel 
today intercepted a cargo ship 
leaving the PSP-controlled port 
of Jiyeh, south of Beirut 

The sources said the ship, 
which docked at Jiyeh before the 
Array declared its blockade, was 
escorted lo Beirut. It was the 
third vessel intercepted by the 
Army since Saturday. 

The PSP declared waters off 
Christian areas north of Beirut a 
military zone but has not inter- 
cepted any ships and the Chris- 
tian ports are operating nor- 
mally. 



Israel's embassy in Cairo and 
expel the ambassador. 

Israel said yesterday it would 
throw out five Palestinians from 
the West Bank and four from 
Gaza. The announcement 
brought quick criticism from its 
closest ally, the United Slates. 

The Gaza four have begun an 
indefinite fast in protest at the 
expulsions, ordered after clashes 
in which Israeli troops have 
killed 24 Palestinians. Israel 
arrested 1,200 Palestinians in the 
unrest which started on Dec 9 
and has freed 186. 

Repercussions 

Israel says the nine to be 
expelled may appeal to the 
military review board and high 
court. 

“We are against the expulsions 
and Israel was informed of the 
grave repercussions of such a 
move,” an Egyptian official told 
Reuters in Cairo. He did not 
elaborate. . 

Egypt’s Ambassador lo Tel 
Aviv, Mohammed Bassiojuni, 
speaking on behalf of Egyptian 
President Mubarak, warned 
Shamir yesterday against steps 
that might worsen matters in the 
occupied areas. 

Egypt, Lebanon and Jordan 
have said, they oppose any 
attempt to deport Palestinians 
across their borders. 

In Beirut, the _ Fatah 
Revolutionary Council group 
led by Abu Nidal issued a 
statement that any expulsion 
would “allow us to strike against 
any Zionist target wherever it is 
located ... we will spare no tar- 
get in our ruthless reply.” 

Lebanon's President Amin 
Gemayel said last week the 
Lebanese had “suffered a lot 
from the Middle East problem' 
and opposed the expulsion of any 
Palestinians to Lebanon. 

Violated 

Nabih Beni, leader of the 
Amal Militia, said leftist and 
Muslim militias agreed that “the 
stragglers should stay on the real 
confrontation lines, in occupied 
Palestine.'' 

In Amman. Occupied 
Territories Minister Marwan 
Doudin said Jordan condemned 
deportations but could not 
physically stop them. “What we 
can do is uncover to the whole 
world how inhuman, harsh and

Carlucci arrives in Kuwait 
for talks on Iraq-lran war 


US Defence Secretary Frank 
Carlucci opened his first lour of 
the war-scarred Gulf region yes- 
terday with a visit to Kuwait, 
whose decision to reflag tankers 
under the Stars and Stripes 
prompted a massive American 
naval buildup in the area. 

Newspapers in the region said 
he would face renewed Arab calls 
for help in ending the Iran-Iraq 
war, which has led lo devastating 
attacks on merchant shipping in 
an area providing one-fifth of the 
non-communist world's oil. . 

Kuwait's Defence Minister, 
Sheikh Salem A1 Sabah, greeted 
Carlucci at the airport last night. 

Assembled 

No talks were scheduled until 
today, when the US official was 
to meet HH the Amir, and HH 
the Crown Prince and Prime 
Minister, as well as the oil, 
defence and foreign ministers. 

Carlucci is scheduled to visit 
Bahrain, Saudi Arabia and 


Oman as well as elements of the 
30-ship US naval force assem- 
bled in and near the Gulf to 

f irotect 1 1 reflagged tankers 
rom aitacks by Iran. 

KuwaiL began re-registering 
and chartering tankers with the 
United States and other outside 
powers about a year ago, enti- 
tling its oil ships lo protection 
against Iranian naval raids and 
mines in its seal ones. 

Iran attacks Kuwaiti and 
other Arab shipping in retalia- 
tion of Iraqi strikes on its own oil 
traffic. 

Role 

Knowledgeable diplomatic 
sources, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity, said American 
warships recently have been 
more active in helping non-US 
vessels avoid Iranian attacks, 
and one described such actions as 
“a forerunner" of what Carlucci 
would make official. 

But a Pentagon spokesman in 
Washington, Fred Hoffman, 


said Sunday there was “no basis” 
to the report of an expanded US 
role in the Gulf. 

US officials insist the 
American warships are limited to 
guarding only US-fiag vessels, 
despite increasing calls by other 
shippers, including Americans 
with foreign-flag ships, for 
protection against increasing 
Iranian attacks. 

Diplomats said Carlucci 
would review the size and role of 
the American fleets. 

Carlueci’s trip coincides with 
increasing efforts by the US 
primarily through the United 
Nations, to force an inter- 
national arms embargo on Iran. 

But in Tehran Sunday, 
Hojatoleslam Rahmani, the 
chief of Iran's Basij paramilitary 
forces, said in an interview with 
the Islamic Republic News 
Agency that an international 
arms embargo against Iran 
would have no impact on the war

Resort to diplomacy to end 
war, Syria urges Iran 


SYRIAN President Hafez A1 
Assad has informed Saudi 
Crown Prince and First Deputy 
Premier Abdullah Bin Abdel 
Aziz last month, of Syria's efforts 
to persuade Iran to accept 
diplomatic means to settle the 
Gulf conflict Arab diplomatic 
sources told a Kuwaiti news- 
paper yesterday. 

The Kuwaiti daily, quoted the 
Arab sources as saying that 
President Assad and Prince 
Abdullah discussed in detail the 
lraq-lran war. 

The visit of Syrian Foreign 
Minister Farouk Al Shara to 
Tehran lo convey certain ideas to 
I ram an officials on ending the 
war. was a follow up of the dis- 
cussion in Damascus. 

The sources added that the 
Syrian President does not object 
lo meet with the Iraqi President 
but not in the near future 
because, he explained, such a 
step may affect Syrian peace 
efTorts to hail the Gulf war. 

The Syrian efforts are positive 
but need lo be advanced due to 


the complicated situation in the 
area, die sources said. 

Al Shara visited Tehran and 
Riyadh during the eighth GCC 
summit, and conveyed letters to 
both Saudi and Iranian officials 
from Assad. 

Kuwait’s Deputy Premier and 
Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah 
Al Ahmed said that contacts bet- 
ween the GCC member states 
and Iran are continuing and a 
dialogue between the two sides 
has also been uninterrupted. 

He indicated that diplomatic 
representation between the two 
sides still exists and hoped that 
good neighbourly relations 
would continue and become 
stronger between Iran and its 
Arab neighbours on the other 
side of the Gulf. 

He also hoped that Iran would 
abandon its current policy 
toward the region and that 
cooperation between states or 
the region would continue for the 
attainment of stability and pros- 
perity for all Gulf slates. 

He, meanwhile, welcomed a 


planned visit to Kuwait by Egyp- 
tian President Mubarak. 

Mubarak is to visit Kuwait 
shortly as part of a Gulf tour 
which follows the resumption of 
diplomatic relations between 
Cairo and five Arab Gulf coun- 
tries recently. 

On Egyptian-Syrian relations 
the sources said that Assad infor- 
med Prince Abdullah that there 
are no personal differences bet- 
ween him and Egyptian 
President Mubarak but the main 
obstacle of reconciliation bet- 
ween their countries is Egypt’s 
peace treaty with Israel in 1979. 
• In Damascus Syrian Defence 
Minister Mustafa Has had talks 
with Saudi officials yesterday on 
expanding military cooperation, 
Syria’s Sana news agency said. 

It said Tlas met Saudi Arabia’s 
Deputy Minister of Defence and 
Aviation Prince Abdul Rahman 
Ibn Abdulaziz Al Saud, who 
arrived in Damascus on Sunday 
with senior military officials fora 
10-day visit. Sana gave no fur- 
ther details of the talks. 


It rains money 
for hotelier 
in Muscat 

MUSCAT, Jan 4. ( AP): A Greek 
hotel manager received a 
20,000 rial (552,000) cheque 
today because he took out 
insurance againsL rain falling 
in Muscat, one of the world’s 
hottest capitals. 

The average rainfall is less than 
75 millimetres (2.95 inches) a 
year in the capital of the sul- 
tanate. 

“They laughed at me, saying it 
was money for old rope, 
because it rains about once a 
year here.'* said Tolly 
Papayanis, 44, ma nager of the 
Al Falaj hotel in Muscat. 
“But I'm a conservative sort 
of guy." ■ 

He related that the company 
thought he hud too much sun 
in a climate which lops 50 
degrees Celsius (more than 
120 degrees Fahrenheit) and 
charged him 500 rials (SI .300) 
as a premium for insuring 
against the cancellation of an 
open air concert for which he 
had sold nearly f.OOO tickets. 
Papayanis hud the Iusl laugh 
when it rained on the night of 
the concert on New Year's 
Eve. 


W. German diplomat 
shot dead in Paris 


PARIS, Jan 4, (Reuter): A West 
German consular attache was 
gunned down on a lonely foot- 
bridge over the river Srine in 
Paris early today and police said 
Lhe murder could be linked with 
Kurdish extremists. 

A passer-by found Siegfried 
Wielspuetz, 31, on the steps of 
the bridge early in the morning, 
bleeding from a bullet wound to 
the chest. 

Wieispuelz, who had been on 
weekend consular duty at the 
West German embassy, died 
shortly after being admitted to 
Val de Grace Military Hospital. 
He was listed as an attache with 
diplomatic status who looked 
after visas and passports at the 
consulate. 

Note 

Police said they believed one 
or two men shot Wieispuelz and 
left him to die on the bridge, 
which is little used at night. 

They found a hand-written 
note on the body signed by the 
Kurdistan National Liberation 
Front (ERNK). an extremist 
group which lias staged a series 
of protests against West German 


authorities. 

“The Kurdish link is our first 
lead, but we are keeping an open 
mind.” said a French police 
official. 

The note came in a sealed 
envelope and listed ERNK 
grievances against West Ger-' 
many, police sources said. 

But an ERNK spokesman in 
Paris denied responsibility for 
the killing and said it was a 
provocation by Turkish secret 
services to discredit the group. 

"They want to label us as 
terrorists "he said. 

In Bonn, Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Juergen Chrobog 
told reporters: “I would be very 
careful about calling it a political 
attack at this stage in the inves- 
tigation. French police ... so far 
have nothing conclusive regard- 
ing the background of this 
incident." 

Chrobog said the letter found 
on the body had been received by 
the Paris embassy several weeks 
ago. The letter, containing a 
Kurdish nationalist leaflet had 
been read by Wieispuelz and 
other aides. 


Expat exodus likely 
as Saudi Arabia 
imposes income tax 


RIYADH. Jan 4, (Reuter): 
Cash-strapped Saudi Arabia has 
dropped a new year bombshell 
on its vast army of expatriate 
workers by ending their 12-year 
income tax holiday. 

Bankers and businessmen 
warned of a possible exodus of 
Westerners from managers and 
engineers to doctors and nurses. 

One American businessman 
said: “This could mean a mass 
exodus of expats ... There's not 
much sense of me hanging 
around. It will wipe out three 
quarters of my savings each 
month.” 

A royal decree published in the 
official gazette said income tax 
would be levied on foreigners 
from Jan 21 . with a top rate of 30 
per cent of annual salary and 
benefits above 66.000 ’riyals 
(SI 7,600). 

Deficits 

Saudi nationals will not be 
taxed. But economists said the 
move, part of a new drive to rein 
in budget deficits, will raise 1.75 
billion riyals (S470 million) and 
reduce the kingdom's depen- 
dence on foreign labour. 

Western businessmen and 
technocrats flocked to Riyadh in 
the late 1970s, lured by fat tax- 
free salaries and the prospect of 
lucrative deals in a booming 
economy flush with petro- 
dollars. 

As world oil prices began to 
slide in the early 1 980s, the going 
got tougher but businessmen still 
enjoyed high salaries by 
European or American stan- 
dards, topped up with fringe ben- 
efits from cars and luxury villas 
to free flights home. 

The kingdom's 1988 budget, 
unveiled last Wednesday, was 
widely, seeq ijy,. bankers as the 
most austere since recession hit 
the nation in 1983, but there had 
been no word of income taxes 
which had been abolished 
in 1975. 

Up to four million of Saudi 
Arabia's 10-miilion-plus popula- 
tion are estimated to be foreig- 
ners who will now have to pay 
income tax — one million are 
Yemenis, most of the rest 
Koreans, Pakistanis. Egyptians, 
Britons and Americans. 

The foreigners fill positions in 


all sectors of Saudi Arabia's 
economy from manual and con- 
struction workers to government 
administrators and lop positions 
in Saudi firms. 

Western embassies reported 
their switchboards jammed with 
calls from worried workers 
today. 

“For a lot of Westerners, the 
only reason to be in Saudi was a 
tax-free salary ... The oil boom 
days are really over now,” said 
one Western banker. 

Thousands of the estimated 

25.000 Britons in Saudi Arabia 
work in hospitals as nurses and 
doctors. The same is true of the 

30.000 Americans here, though 
some are also on sensitive 
defence work as advisers. 

State-owned companies or 
government departments are 
unlikely to raise salaries to com- 
pensate foreign workers for the 
tax burden, “it would be taking 
with one hand and giving back 
with the other,” said one econ- 
omist. 

At banks, falling profits have 
already made it difficult to 
attract top Western managers 
with lucrative salaries of the past 
and they will have little scope to 
offer more cash. 

Importers 

The hardest hit could be major 
Saudi importers, which rely on 
Western managers and Third 
World administration. They are 
already reefing from a sharp rise 
in tariffs announced in the new 
year’s budget. 

The tax will be levied on a 
sliding scale, meaning it will hit 
low wage earners from the Third 
World least hard. 

Foreigners with annual 
incomes from 6,000 to 16,000 
riyals (S 1,600 to 54,265) will be 
taxed at a bottom rale of five per 
cent, with further brackets until 
earnings above 66,000 riyals 
($ 1 7.600) are taxed at 30percenL

Bahrain busts subversive cell 


BAHRAIN, Jan 4, (Reuter): 
Bahraini authorities said today 
they had uncovered an under- 
gound cell “aimed at undermin- 
ing economic and public installa- 
tions” on the Gulf island. 

A statement by an official 
source at the Ministry of the 
Interior said three Bahrainis had 
been arrested and security 
officials had found several 
“caches." It did not say what was 
in the caches. 

The statement, carried by the 
Gulf News Agency (GNA), said: 
“The three men admitted their 
involvement in the subversive act 
before the judge following the 
investigation-" 

The statement did not identify 


which installations had been 
threatened. Diplomatic sources 
said last week three people had 
been arrested in connection with 
a plot lo sabotage the island's oil 
refinery. 

The Interior Ministry state- 
ment said: “Alert public security 
officials foiled Lhe plan before it 
could be carried out after follow- 
ing up suspicious activities and 
contacts inside and outside the 
country. 

"The first defendant admitted 
thathehad been trained on using 
arms and explosives in a training 
camp outside Bahrain, while the 
other two admitted their 
involvement in supporting the 
plan.”

Sikh militant groups active in the 
stale. 

Ram was shot by three 
militants this morning in Fhag- 
wara. 90 kilometres (56 miles) 
southeast of Amritsar, said A. 
Siddiqiii, a senior police officer. 

Ram's nephew, Vijay Chadha. 
who was with him, was also killed 
in the aLLack, Siddiqiii said. 

Ram, a Sikh who has a Hindu- 
sounding name, was a minister in 
the state government until 1983. 

Siddiqui said two Sikhs were 
taken into custody from near the 
spot of the killing. He said they 
were being questioned and had 
not been charged. 

A police official in Chan- 
digarh, the state capital, said the 
killing was claimed by the K bal- 
is tan Liberation Force. The 
official, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity, said the claim was 
made in a telephone call to a 
newspaper in Jalandhar town, 
also in Punjab.

Five more die in Natal unrest 


JOHANNESBURG, Jan 4, 
(Reuter): Five more people, 
including a seven-year-old girl, 
have been killed in the black- 
against-black violence that has 
engulfed the South African city 
of Pietermaritzburg, police said 
today. 

The latest victims took the 
death toll during the Christmas- 
New Year holiday period to 
more than 60. 

The feud, between the leftist 
United Democratic Front 
(UDF) and the Zulu-based Ink- 
atha Movement, has spread to 
most of the black townships 
around Pietermaritzburg and 
welfare groups in the Natal 
provincial capital say it is out of 
control. 

Police said a father and his 
seven-year-old daughter were 
stabbed to death when a gang 


attacked their home in Shange on 
Sunday. 

At Mpumalanga township, 
rioters set fire to a dwelling, kill- 
ing a man and injuring a woman 
and child. Police fired shots to 
disperse gangs in Slangspruiu 
where a man was slabbed to 
death. 

The fifth victim was a black 
man in Mpande, also knifed to 
death, police said. 


Mediation 

Nearly 300 people have been 
killed and thousands wounded 
since the feud erupted Iasi year. 
Mediation moves came to a hall 
over the holiday and a public row 
erupted between Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu and the Zulu 
chief Mangosuthu Bulhelezi. 
who have been at the centre of 
peace efforts. 


Bulhelezi. the lnkatha leader, 
has accused Tutu of siding with 
the UDF and being linked with 
"the labyrinth of intrigue which 
purposefully sets out to per- 
petuate the violence.” 

Tutu, leader of the Anglican 
Church, responded that Buth- 
clezi "appears to think that his 
leadership is enhanced by den- 
igrating others.” 

Meanwhile, South African 
police said today they were main- 
taining strict security checks at 
the border with Botswana, dis- 
counting a report from Bots- 
wana that the restrictions had 
been lifted. 

The month-long slowdown in 
trade and travel across the fron- 
u'er stems from South African 
accusations that Botswana was 
harbouring black nationalist 
guerrillas.

Asian women 
seek to abort 
unwanted 


girls 


LONDON. Jan 4, (UPI): Dozens 
of pregnant Asian women 
have asked for pre-natal tests 
to determine the sex of their 
child so they may abort 
unwanted girls, the British 
Broadcasting Corp. said 
today. 

The BBC "Today" radio 
programme said some Asian 
women, faced with cultural 
pressure to avoid female ofls- 
pring, prefer male children 
and have asked for pre-natal 
amniocentesis tests simply to 
determine the sex of their 
child. 

Normally amniocentesis.' which 
poses a small risk to the child, 
■is carried out to screen for 
birth defects but the tests are 
being "abused" by doctors to 
enable women to have abor- 
tions if the fetus is the "wrong 
gender,” the BBC said. 

Some unscrupulous doctors 
reportedly have taken bribes 
to perform both the test and 
the subseq uent abortion if the 
baby is a girl, the BBC said. 

Some Asian women seek to avoid 
girls because under their cus- 
toms, the girls have to presen t 
dowries to prospective hus- 
bands, the BBC said. 


Abuse 


Britain has outlawed such “gen- 
der abortions” and Dr John 
Dawson of the British 
Medical Association said, 
"this is a serious abuse of the 
skills laught at medical 
school.” 

Members of Britain's Parliament 
immediately demanded an 
investigation and Con- 
servative lawmaker Anthony 
Beaumont- Dark called the 
practice "a disgrace to 
humanity.” 


Taiwanese 
seek to return 
to China 


TAIPEI, Jan 4, ( Reuter >: Retired 
soldiers of the Nationalist Army 
which fled China to Taiwan in 
1949 queued for grants today to 
pay for a trip home, joining over 
25.000 people who have applied 
to go since Taipei eased a travel 
ban in November. 

Many people have already 
gone, raising doubts over 
whether Taipei can enforce its 
prohibition on direct trade with 
China. Press reports have said 
some who applied to go for 
family reunions are now there 
looking for business. 

Several thousand retired sol- 
dicrsapplicd at a community hall 
for a travel grant after a nation- 
wide cash-raising drive that net- 
ted about 240 million Taiwan 
dollars ($8.4 million). 

The men who joined former 
Nationalist leader Chiang Kai- 
Shek in his retreat to Taiwan 
captured public sympathy as 
some are too poor to afford the 
trip back. 

Many Taiwanese donated a 
day’s pay to allow old soldiers to 
return to their families and 
homes for the first time since the 
communists took power in 
China in 1949. Ahout 20.000 are 
eligible to apply. 

Taiwan's Red Cross, which is 
supervising travel to China, said 
today more than 25.000 people 
had applied to visit the mainland 
and that about JO.50U of them 
had already made the trip.

COLOMBO, Jan 4, (Reuter): 
Indian troojK and Sri Lankan 
police will jointly patrol the eas- 
tern town of Kattankudi where 
about 35 people died in minority 
Tamil-Muslim clashes last week, 
officials said today. 

The decision was made at a 
meeting chaired by President 
Junius Jayewardene after 
Muslim Affairs Minister Haniffa 
Mohamed visited the area on 
Saturday. 

The clashes near Batticaloa on 
Wednesday and Thursday were 
sparked by the killing of a 
Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam guerrilla. Rebels burned 
houses, rice mills and vehicles, 
causing damage estimated a 
$165,000. 

About 1 00 people were injured 


in the coastal town of 50,000 
Muslims and 15.000 others 
sought refuge in nearby 
mosques. 

The Tigers, the most powerful 
group fighting for a separate 
Tamil slate in Northern and Eas- 
tern areas, repudiated a July 
Indo-Sri Lankan accord to end 
the revolL The group is battling 
Indian troops sent to disarm 
them.

Pradhan was sent to Washing- 
ton, D C, in January 1986 on a 
four-year assignment. 

An official, who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity, said thedis- 
missal was connected to accusa- 
tions that Pradhan tried to steal 
books from a Washington book- 
store on Christmas Eve. 

Pradhan has said the accusa- 
tions were untrue and the result 
of an unfortunate mistake. He 
has also said he was humiliated 
by the incident. He said the 
books were meant for his 
daugther.a medical student in 
Pakistan. He said he took them 
from the store to check against a 
letter in his car from his daughter 
describing the books she needed. 

Police were called, but when 
Pradhan displayed his creden- 
tials. he was released because of 
diplomatic immunity. 

Pradhan served as Nepal's 
Foreign Secretary for three 
years.

MADRID, Jan 4, (AP): Spanish 
authorities have grariled asylum 
to three Iranians, one of them a 
14-year-old boy, after holding 
the refugees at Madrid's Barajas 
airport for a week, police said 
todav. 


Police said 22-year-old Roya 
Fajari was recovering in a 
Madrid hospital from a hunger 
strike she began Wednesday to 
protest an earlier government 
decision to deny the three 
asylum. 

Fajari, 14- year- old Reza 
Sirimi and a former Iranian 
Army member whom police did 
not identify had been held in the 
airport’s transit area since they 
arrived Dec 28 from Istanbul. 
Turkey, without proper 
documentation, police said. 

A Madrid newspaper report 
said Faiari had told a local 
lawyer she would be killed if she 
relumed to Iran and had claimed 
her mother had been killed there 
for political reasons. 

On Dec 21. Spanish auth- 
orities granted asylum to five 
Iranians after a week-long odys- 
sey during which they had been 


shuttled between the Neth- 
erlands, Spain and Turkey 
before being returned to Spain. 

Meanwhile, hunger striking 
Iranian refugees neared what a 
physician called the “dan- 
gerous" four- week mark Sunday 
in their fast, but remained 
stalemated with the French 
government over their demand 
for the return of 14 expelled 
activism. 

The protesters camping at the 
entrance to Lhe French 
headquarters of the UN Office of 
High Commissioner on Refugees 
entered their 2Sih foodless day as 
an ambulance took away one of 
them, a young woman. 

That brought to 10 the number 
of strikers in Paris-area hosp- 
itals. according to spokesmen for

Thatcher flies to Kenya 


LONDON. Jan 4, (AP): Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher 
flew out of London's Heathrow 
airport today for a five-day visit 
to Kenya and Nigeria, her first to 
Africa for nearly nine years. 

Security was light. Police 
carrying machine guns guarded 
the airport's soulhside VIP 
Lounge while Mrs Thatcher was 
there. 

Mrs Thatcher goes first to 
Kenya and then Nigeria. Trade 
and bilateral relations were 
officially said to be the primary 
concerns of her visit, her first visit 
to either country. 

Kenya and Nigeria are among 
Britain's largest trading partners 
in Africa. Both arc members of 
(he 48-naiion Commonwealth. 
Mrs Thatcher was last in Africa 
for a Commonwealth summit 
meeting in Zambia in August 
1979.

The intense publicity for the 
62-ycar-old leader arose from an 
historic milestone for her on Sun- 
day. when she became the coun- 
try's longest continuously serv- 
ing Prime Minister this century 
with a record in office of eight 
years and 244 days.

A TOP foreign policy adviser for 
Egypt's Prudent denied that 
Kuwait has requested Egyptian 
help todeploy Egyptian troopsin 
Kuwait to deter potential Iran- 
ian threats and intimidation.

discussed. 

In the wide-ranging interview, 
the top adviser voiced concern 
over the behaviour of Israel in the 
occupied Arab territories and the 
way Palestinian protestors were 
and are treated.

We are making contacts with the 
Israeli govemmentand areactive 
in convincing the international 
community to deplore Israel's 
behaviour.” the Egyptian 
official said. 

Threatens 

While stressing Egypt's active 
role in carrying the Security 
Council to issue its resolution 
condemning Israeli policy con- 
cerning the uprisings. El Baz said 
that Israel “cannot seek Egypt's 
love and friendship as long as it 
threatens other Arab countries." 

“The way for a good friend- 
ship with Egypt is for Israel to 
seek the love and friendship of 


Palestinians, Jordanians, 
Syrians and other Arab coun- 
tries,” emphasised El Baz. 

The uprisings in occupied. 
West Bank and Gaza Strip star- 
ted on a small scale in the middle 
of last month, buL later spread to 
Arabs in Jerusalem. 

Israel's behaviour to control 
the situation was condemned by 
a Security Conncil resolution 
that passed with US abslension, 
an action rarely taken by 
Washington, but reflects its dis- 
pleasure with Israeli policies. 

Israel has been using violent 
means to quell the civilian 
protest which was designed to 
highlight the suffering of the 
Palestinians living under the 
Israeli occupation. 

El Baz said that the uprising “ 
is a natural reaction by the Pales- 
tinians under occupation and is a 
pure internal reaction to the 
Israeli policy which is based on 
damaging the rights of the Arabs 
living in Israel."

He added that the society will 
render complementary services 
to help smokers break the habit. 

He said the society had many 
many attempts to help smokers 
minimise their consumption of 
cigarettes. 

Dr Al Moemen said that statis- 
tics showed a significant increase 
in lung cancer cases among 
males, amounting to 18.5 per 
cent of all cancer cases. Lung 
cancer cases among Kuwaiti 
women had increased by 200 per 
cent. Among expatriates the 
increase was 41 5 per cent. 

Statistics showed that some 
heart patients were between 20 to 
30 years of age, mostly among 
those who began smoking at an 
early age. ~ *

MANAMA. Jan 4, (UPI): An 
apparently accidental Iraqi mis- 
sile strike on a Maltese-registered 
freighter has added to fears that 
"trigger-happy” Iraqi pilots 
i rather than Iran's Islamic zealots 
pose the greatest danger to US 
forces in the Gulf. 

An Iraqi jet fighter sent a sea- 
skimming Exocet missile slam- 
ming into the 16.134-ton Alga 
late Friday as it steamed south- 
ward through the Gulf with 
cargo from Kuwait. 

“These guys are some of the 
worst and most irresponsible 
pilots in the world." one US 
serviceman complained pri- 
vately yesterday. We are on con- 
stant alert out there and for good 
reasons.” 

A senior shipping executive in 
Dubai, the United Arab 
Emirates port where the Alga 
struggled into repair on Satur- 
day. said, "it seems like this. was 
another case of a trigger-happy 
Iraqi pilot." 

Boasted 

About 24 hours before the 
Iraqi mistake was revealed, 
military officials in Baghdad 
boasted of scoring “an.accurate- 
and effective’' strike on a tanker 
serving-.,. Iran's coastal: oil- 
facilities. J 

The strike on the Maltese-reg- 
istered. Greek-owned vessel 
underlined the fear of many navy 
officers, diplomats and Gulf 
shipping officials that Iraqi 
pilots firing from a safe distance 
may be the biggest threat to all 
those who venture into the Gulf. 

“It is clear that the Iraqis con- 
tinue to pose a threat in the 
north," said one Western 
diplomat who spoke on condi- 
tion he not be identified. 
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The accidental strike on the 
Alga appeared to result from the 
Iraqi pilots’ practice of firing at 
images on radar screens rather 
than flyinginto the teeth oflran’s 
coastal air defence and spotting 
targets visually. 

Iraqi pilots soaring al almost 
supersonic speeds often fire their 
French-made Exocets from as 
far away as 40 miles from targets, 
leading to costly mistakes in the 
Gulfs crowded sea lanes. 

“The accidents are a result of 
the way the Iraqis fire the mis- 
siles. They just point and shot 
and they don't care what they 
hit,” a shipping source said. 

The technique was responsible 
for the Iraqi attack on the USS 
Stark May 1 7 that left 37 seamen 
dead and helped hasten the mas- 
sive US naval buildup in the Gulf 
last summer as the United Stales 
embarked on its mission to 
protect Kuwaiti shipping. 

On Dec 6 an Iraqi pilot 
accidentally fired on another 
friendly target, sending an 
Exocet crashing into the Saudi 
Arabian island of Al Arabiyah 
during an attack run on the Jran- 
— ian navakfacililies on. the nearby 
island of Kharg. 

, A^week before^-servicemen 
: aboard the guided missile ertiiser 
Richmond K. Turner went to 
general quarters and trained 
their missiles on three Iraqi figh- 
ter jets streaking toward the war- 
ship in a “ship attack profile". 

The fighters turned away from 
the warship after detecting they 
had been locked on to by the 
Turner’s surface-to-air missiles, 
and thecaptain said be relied ona 
“gut feeling" not to fire. 

The incidents not uncommon 
in the tense waters of the north- 
ern Gulf, where US seamen, 
haunted by memories of the 
Stark watch nervously from the 
decks of their warships as Iraqi 
fighters streak overhead almost 
daily and fire Exocet missiles at 
tankers offlran.

Mubarak discusses Gulf

CAIRO, Jan 4, (Agencies): 
President Hosni Mubarak today 
met with US Senator John 
Chafee and discussed the Gulf 
war and the Middle East situa- 
tion. including unrest in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

Egypt's stale-owned Middle 
East News Agency quoted the 
Rhode Island Republican as say- 
ing afterward that relations bet- 
ween the United Stales and 
Egypt remain “very good". 

During the 45-rainule meet- 
ing, Chaffee said he discussed 
with Mubarak the US role in 
seeking an end to the Iran-lraq 
war. the Middle East crisis and 
Israeli actions in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip.

The sources told the news- 
paper that President Mubarak 


will work for eliminating all-obs- 
tacles which obstruct the signing 
of a final contract of manufac- 
turing US-made M-l tank in 
Egypt, after military leaderships 
of the two countries realised a 
semi-agreement in this respect 
last year. 

They said that the Egyptian 
President will brief the US 
officials on the escalating danger 
in the Middle East, particularly 
on the Iran-lraq war front and 
Iran's ability to obtain arms from 
Eastern and Western countries, 
which calls for strengthening 
arsenals of Egypt. Gulf stares 
and Iraq. 

On the other hand, reports of 
the Egyptian Embassy in 
Washington indicated that

Study on dangers of 
depending on expats 


THE head of the international 
cooperation department at the 
Arab Security Studies and T rain- 
ing Centre in Riyadh, Dr Hus- 
sain Al Refai warned of the dan- 
gerous consequences of depend- 
ing largely upon foreign manp- 
ower including servams and 
maids. 

In a study he made for the 
Bureau of the Social Affairs and 
Labour Ministers of Gulf States, 
Al Refai said that one of the most 
dangerous consequences to Gulf 
societies was thatcominggenera- 
rions, would have no respect for 
manual work. He said that 
expatriate manpower may also 
influence the cohesive social and 
family relationships in Gulf 
society. 

The study warned against 
employing more non Arab 


expatriates, particularly as 
housemaids and drivers. 

The study said that there were 
five factors that led to the wide 
use of foreign maids in the Gulf. 
These included high living stan- 
dards, rapid civilisation, com- 
prehensive development, educa- 
tion of female citizens and work- 
ing of female citizens in many 
jobs. He said that the Gulf slates, 
in order to meet the requirements 
of its developments encouraged 
by high oil returns, resorted to 
bringing foreign manpower, 
especially Asians, who are 
characterised by obedience 
accept low wages and work for 
long working hours without any 
complaints. 

He said that this lead to foreign 
manpower exceeded the number 
of nationals in some Gulf states.

Solidarity with uprising 

THE Gulf media continued yesterday their foil solidarity with the 
uprising of the Palestinians intheoccupiedArabterritorieg* who are 
- reflecting their resentment of 23 years of rigid military control. 

The Saudi Ai-Bilad newspaper said ihe twenty-third anniversary 
of the Palestinian revolution coincides with several regional and 
international changes, including the on-going uprising in West 
Bank and Gaza Strip which reflects the rejection of the stem Zionist 
behaviour. 

The Palestinians in the territories!, it added, proved to the whole 
world that they are still strong enough to voice their grievances 
despite harsh and strict Israeli regulations in controlling Palestin- 
ian life. 

It urged Palestinians outside the West Bank and Gaza to join their 
brothers and sisters inside the occupied territories to continue 
protesting until Israel learns the lesson and changes its behaviour 
in dealing with the Arabs. 

Another newspaper, the Saudi Al-Nadwa, termed as "an enmity 
action" Israel's declaration that Ihe West Bank and Gaza are 
“closed military zones" because of the Palestinian uprising. 

The Saudi daily called upon Arab countries and international 
community to adopt an effective role in supporting oppressed 
Palestinians and protesting unjustified Israeli policies. 

Meanwhile, the Saudi AJ-Madinah newspaper said Ihat all efforts 
by international organisations were met with rejection by the Israeli 
authorities which are trying to empty the occupied territories of their 
legitimate residents. 

Israel's stubborn rejection, it added, is a clear indication of rfs 
refusal to negotiate peace in the region and its unreasonable logic 
to depend on its military strength in talking to Arab residents. 

In Doha, Qatari newspapers also lent strong support for Palestin- 
ians fighting Israeli occupation. One newspaper, Al-Raya, said the 
widely reported commando glider operation was "an -Arabian 
marriage party", through which Palestinian people affirmed their 
insistence in gaining their autonomy. 

Another Qatari newspaper, the dally APSharq, expressed its 
confidence that the Palestinian revolution will eventually win the 
battle against Israel no matter how long the battle lasts. 

The shortest road to peace in the Middle East, it added, is the 
proposed international conference for peace in the Middle East, an 
idea rejected by the Zionist entity which rather suggests direct 
negotiations with the concerned parties except the Palestinians. 

The Qatari AI-Arab newspaper warned that the next period will be 
"delicate and hot" for Palestinians living In the occupied terri reties, 
but continued resistance is necessary to reach the desired goals. 

The role of the Arab countries^ ft emphasised should turn to 
effective support and assistance from being mere verbal condem-- 
nation and oral rhetoric to encourage Palestinian West Bankers 
and Gazans not to surrender to stiff Israeli measures.

Winter sets in

WINTER has quietly set in in 
Kuwait with a spell of sunny but 
cold days and chilly nights and 
with no storms, of the kind 
outlined on synoptic charts, 
gatheringon the horizon. It was a 
bright, if cold beginning to the 
New Year with temperatures 
falling to r C forcing the 
residents of Kuwait to bring out 
their warm clothing, if they 
haven't already done so. 

The demand for sweaters, 
blankets and electric heaters is 
on the rise. So is the number of 
people suffering from cold. 

But Kuwaiti winters are not 
entirely predictable. Although 
the air can easily turn nippy, win- 
ter in Kuwait is generally des- 
cribed as mild and pleasant. Jan- 
uary is the coldest month but 
winter temperatures are known 
to have shot up to 30*C. The 
lowest temperature recorded in 
Kuwait was 6‘C below zero in 
January, 1964. lfp3St records are 
anything to go by temperatures, 
this January will slay above 1 0°C 
for most part of the day except in 
periods between 3 am and 8 am. 

Waiting 

The cold spell Kuwait is 
experiencing now is largely due 
to high pressure in central Asia 
which is associated with north- 


westerly winds, the portents of 
cold dry air from the interior of 
the continent. 

Rain is brought to Kuwait on 
the wings of the south-easterly 
winds from the Mediteranean 
and the Red Sea. If it rains 
heavily this year, it should rain 
this month. Once they reach 
Kuwait the rain-bearing clouds 
seem to scatter in different direc- 
tions over the country’s small 
territory. So if it rains jn Fail aka 
the chances are it won't rain in 
Shuwaikh. 

The rainfall also varies from 
year to year but it can generally 
be described as low with the 
mean total of about 120mm per 
year. 

Kuwait's residents spend 
months waiting for winter and 
when it eventually comes they 
show their appreciation by don- 
ning true winter gear. Sometimes 
they look overdressed, in terms 
of layers of clothing and the 
thickness of the fabric. 

At the Sultan Center in Sal- 
miya, a popular parade ground 
for shoppers, but also those who 
want to see and be seen, many 
women sport boots and leg- war- 
mers. "I've been waiting for 
months to wear the winter 
clothes" said one of them adding 
that feeling warm is sometimes 
more than just a matter of 
climate.

for more Arab cooperation in 
this very important field. 

He said that Arab Interior 
Ministers had decided at their 
recent meeting in Tunis to go 
ahead in implementing the 
strategy to fight drugs and 
dealers. 

He said that Arab cooperation 
in this field will not be fruitful 
unless there is a national policy 
against drugs in each Arab coun- 
try. 

He said that the strategy has 
adopted three main ways to fight 
drug addiction and prevent is 
spread in the Arab world. 

These are the development of 
religious, national and social 
awareness among people. The 
strategy also called for coordina- 
tion with the media and paying 
more attention to the role of 
social service centres at schools, 
universities and establishments. 
It also called for encouraging the 
formation of anti-drugs 
societies. 

Treatment 

About treatment of drug 
addicts. Col. Khraibet said that 
the strategy adopted several 
forms of treatment It called for 
adopting modem methods of 
treatment and establishment of 
special clinics to cure addicts and 
of other centres for their 
rehabilitation. It called for 
providing more attention to fac- 
ing and solving the problems of 
addicts in the public health 
programmes of ail Arab coun- 
tries. Col. Khraibet said that the 
strategy called for stopping plan- 
ting of all plants that produce 
drugs. 

He said that the Arab drug 
fighting strategy also called for 
establishing a national commit- 
tee for fighting the illegal use of 
chugs in each Arab country. The 
committee should include 


representatives from health, 
media, social, security and legal 
departments. . The committee 
would work but poDcies and 
plans in each country to strictly 
watch the use of drugs and fight 
its illegal use. 

Training 

The strategy also called- for 1 
establishing a special depart- 
ment in each Arab country to 
follow up fighting drugs and its 
use. This department will 
operate in coordination, with 
similar departments in other 
Arab countries. 

The strategy also called for 
working out plans to hold train- 
ing courses for all personnel 
involved in fighting against 
drugs and its smuggling. 

Khraibet said that the strategy 
called for quick exchange, of 
information between Arab coun- 
tries concerning drugs, especially" 
information about drug smug- 
glers and traders. 

It called also for working outa 
pan-Arab black list of the names 
of all dangerous persons 
involved in smuggling and trad- 
ing of drugs. 

Smuggling 

It also called for preparing an 
Arab dictionary for the names of 
drugs and narcotics with a des- 
cription of all these materials. 

Khraibet said that the Arab 
world has been divided into three 
pans concerning the possibility 
ofdrug smuggling. The first is the 
east Mediterranean which 
includes Lebanon, Syria, Saudi 
Arabia, Jordan and Iraq. These 
countries face smuggling of 
■ hashish . opium, and heroin from 
Turkey. 

The second part is the Arabian 
Gulf states which face smuggling 
of hashish, opium, and heroin 
from countries such as Iran, 
Afghanistan, Pakistan, Turkey 
and India. 

The third part is the Arab west 
that includes Morocco, Algeria, 
Libya, Tunisia and Egypt. These

Time to camp in the deserts 


People start looking for tents 


PEOPLE have started looking 
for tents as school holidays are 
approaching and families start 
leaving for deserts for camping. 

Owners of tent companies told 
a local newspaper that tents were 
cheaper than last year and prices 
depended on the demand. They 
said that new models of tents had 
appeared in the market, and tents 
with partitions, carpets and in 
different colours were most 
popular. 

They said that the season for 
selling’ tents began in December 
and will last until the end of 
February. 

Most tents were imported 
from Pakistan and Europe, and 
Kuwaitis preferred lo buy Pakis- 
tani lents. Tents from Europe 
were sold mostly to customers 
who wanted to erect them in their 
house yards. These lents had a 
wider colour choice and were 
easier to carry and install. 

They said that tents made of 
thicker material were belter and 
could withstand different 
weather conditions. 

Popular 

Tents with cloth over 19 
millimeters thick are capable of 
preventing rain leaking inside. 
Some coloured tents are bad and 
the colours wash away with rain. 

The dealers explained that 
tents were measured by the foot. 

One lent dealer. Juzu Amer A! 
Mtairi, told the newspaper that 
the biggest tent he had ever seen 
hud 14 poles, with an area of 
1 50x50 feel, and able to accom- 
modate at least 1,000 people. The 
smallest tent was 10 x 10 feet and 
suitable for two or three persons. 

Sizes of European tents were 
given in numbers and were 
smaller in size.

Prices depended on size. A 
family lent of 13x20 feet made in 
Pakistan cost between KD115 
and KD120. Tents used for 
diwaniya is sold for between 
KD90and KDI00. 

People skilled in erecting lents 
could put up a family size tent in 
15 minutes. The work could be 
done by two people if the tent had 
two poles, and by one person if it 
had a single pole. 

Many people came from Saudi 
Arabia lo buy tents in Kuwait 
although prices were higher, 
because the tents were of a better 
quality. 


There a re 24 companies selling 
tents in Kuwait and four are 
popular. 

Tent dealers said that most of 
these companies had slopped 
dealing fn tents because tentsales 
were not very profita We.and tent 
sales depended mostly on Saudi 
customers, with 80 percent of the 
tents being bought by Sdudis. 

Some companies rent tents* 
specially for wcdding^aitdollw 
celebrations. They provide a fn* 
video recording for all weddings* . 
power supply, cooks and 
facilities. They charge an average 
ofKDTOO fofeacH occasion.

Ansari stands out among self-styled geniuses 


TELEVISION PROGRAMMES

SEVEN years after my last visit 
I recently visited Karachi and 
was shocked by the deteriora- 
tion of television, which has 
lost some of its earlier image. 
The quality of television 
program mes has gone down for 
instance. The announcers don't 
smile anymore, there are 
tedious talk shows indulging in 
propaganda and even prime 
lime dramas are not the same 
anymore. 

The plays are boring and 
move at a snail's pace; charac- 
ters lecLure on the philosophy 
of life with blank expressions 
on their faces. Perhaps, it is a 
lean period for Karachi telev- 
ision. However, there were 
some small consolations like 
the absence of Roohi Bano and 
Khalida Riasai from the telev- 
ision scene. Bano's and 
Riasat's hypocritic feminist 
stance, thcirpretentiousarlistic 
claims and pseudo-intellectual- 
ism always bothered me. 

Pseudo-intellectualism is the 
latest fad of Pakistan Telev- 
ision’s self-styled geniuses. This 
is one reason why Iqbal Ansari 
stands out among the "‘self- 
styled" pseudo-intellectuals in 
Pakistan. 

Ansari, one of the best- 
known drama producers in 
Pakistan, has several plays and 
serials tohiscredit- All his plays 
seem to be inspired by an urge 
to improve society. 

Ansari explained: “I have a 
strong commitment to develop 
my country's society, and until 
I come close to achieving a cer- 
tain level, 1*11 not go for pure 
entertainment.” 

His assertions are based on 
convictions and are not simple 
rhetoric. He talks in a high-pit- 
ched emotional voice as ne dis- 
cusses his interest in purposeful 
drama. “In a developing 
society, drama should be mean- 
ingful,” he said. Because of this 
commitment, be has emerged 
successfully as one of Lahore 
Television's serious producers, 
far removed from the frivolous 
atmosphere of Karachi’s "play 
group . 

A confident playwright, 
Ansari wants his viewers to 
"remember his plays”. 

“I don’t want viewers to for- 
get the play. I want them to talk 


FOLLOWING the devastat- 
ing conclusion of the Arab 
Times poll last month KTV 2 
called in one of our staff and 
discussed the new season's 
programmes. 

Abdullah Rasheed, director 
of KTV 2, talked about their 
selection policy and said: "We 
must remember that we are in 
Kuwait. All serials are not 
sni table for showing here." Ins- 
pile of such restrictions, hesaid, 
only the “best” programmes 
are selected for KTV 2 by a 
committee appointed by the 
ministry. 

Referring to the clamour for 
announcements in English, he 
said. KTV 2 would, in future, 
make "urgent and important 
announcements” in English. 
He also stressed KTV 2 will not 
change the format, implying 
that announcements would 
continue to be in Arabic, in 
keeping with government 
policy. We respect the govern- 
ment policy. But our humble 
request is to spruce up the 
image of television, which is 
certainly watched by millions 
around the Gulf. 

The official also reminded 
viewers KTV 2 is an Arab chan- 
nel. He said: "Don't forget this 
is a Kuwaiti channel and caters 
to Kuwaitis, Arabs and foreig- 
ners.” 

Apart from an occasional 
local sports match, KTV 2. as 
viewers may have noticed, has 
decided to confine their sports 
coverage to Thursday and 
Friday afternoons. 

This is excellent program- 
ming since it gives the sports 
fans' what they want without 
making everyone else suffer. 
Let us hope they stop their 
practice of replacing children’s 
shows with local sports without 
notice. 

Image 

Speaking of children's 
programmes, their new 
schedule has one glaring mis^ 
lake, putting ‘Spitting Image’ 
on during children’s viewing 
time. In case they thought this 
programme is like the Mup- 
peis, a cuddly puppet show for 
kiddies, perhaps somebody 
should point out lhat in fact, 
Spilling Image is a savagely 
satirical show about current 
affairs. The emphasis here is on 
the word "current” it relies on 
being up-LO-the minule for its 
comedy. The first episode on 
Friday was more than four 
years old since it showed 
Reagan planning his re-elec- 
lion campaign. Such outdated 
shows are a poor substitute for 
ihe latest episodes. Since die 
show is so political, does KTV

about it, discuss it and think 
about what I have said long 
after they have seen it,” he 
asserts. He has achieved some 
recognition for his efTorls as ihe 
viewers have responded enth- 
usiastically. 

Awareness 

He is striving to create 
awareness in society. "1 want 
people to be aware of what is 
happening around them. When 
I meet someone, if he gives me a 
feedback, a feeling that he has 
liked my work, I feel 1 have 
conveyed my message.” 

Ansari's career began with 
his first successful play entitled 
"Naey Chehray” (New Faces) 
in 1976, broadcast by Rawal- 


pindi television. 

After his first success, he 
never looked back. He made 
several productions for Rawal- 
pindi TV including Gharaon- 
day (Sand Castles). Later, he 
was transferred to Karachi, 
where he produced his first f ull- 
length serial entitled 
"Caravan”. 

Caravan won the Pakistan 
Television Award. 

His recent productions are 
Barzakh, shown in 1987. on 
Pakistan Television. Ansari is 
now working on a new serial 
called Zahar (Poison), starring 
Bushra, his wife and a well- 
known actress. The male lead is 
being played by Asif Raza 


Meer. Ansari mil introduce 
many newcomers in Zahar. 

In Pakistan, there are two 
schools of drama — Karachi 
and Lahore. Earlier the Lahore 
school produced serious and 
meaningful dramas while 
Karachi was Lhe home of pure 
entertainers. 

Ansari says this has now 
changed. 

Blame 

"Now, it is wrong to blame 
Karachi forshowing only light- 
hearted plays. In the beginning 
of the 1 980s, Karachi also star- 
ted producing serious drama," 
he says. Caravan and Barzakh 
were both broadcast by Kara- 
chi TV. 

Caravan deals with the sym- 
bolic migration of people in 
search of water while Barzakh 
is based on the socio-economic 
structure of Pakistan. Another 
of Ansari's plays — Deewarein 
(Wails) based on a ihought- 
provoking subject was also 
shown. 

Such writers as Abdul Qadir 
Junejo, NooruJ H uda Shah and 
others are turning to pur- 
poseful drama in Karachi, he 
said. “You'll find many writers 
who have begun to look around 
them. They are now selecting 
subjects from their own coun- 
try.” he said. 

Playwrights work under con- 
strain is, particularly as there is 
a ban on adapting plays. "All 
plays must be original and find- 
ing a subject for new scripts is 
sometimes a difficult task.” he 
said. 

Ansari spoke highly, about 
Pakistani short story writers 
but “t rai ning them to wri te tele- 
plays lakes a long lime”. He 
believes that with time the num- 
ber of playwrights would 
increase. 

Freedom of expression, said 
Ansari, is important to put for- 
ward "good ideas”. Admitting 
that producers and playwrights 
work under constraints. Ansari 
said “structuring plays around 
p re-determined ideas is essen- 
tial to build a strong social 
base.” 

"We are committed to our 
society and we can’t afford to 
disturb this structure at the 
moment." he said.

what lame, a pale imitation of 
Mind Your Language on which 
it is based, but it occasionally 
raises a smile so it's inclusion is 
justified. 

There are four best sellers for 
the current season, starting 
with Anastasia — The Story of 
Anna Anderson which must 
rank as one of the century’s 
most intriguing mysteries. This 
will be followed by Long Hoi 
Summer, Ford and Space. 

Turning from new program- 
mes to old favourites, like KTV 
2 news, viewers will have been 
dismayed by the new world 
map just Behind the new- 
sreaders. Our humourist. Keith 
Welts, wrote a hilarious piece 
some six weeks ago about the 
mysterious island off New 
Zealand which appeared on the 
old map. The trouble is lhat it is 
still there on the new one, don't 
they have an atlas? There is also 
a peculiar island oiT Calcutta 
that isn’t shown on any other 
charts. 

This is important since it 


reflects on Kuwait. People out- 
side the country can pick up 
KTV and if they see such 
ridiculous mistakes will draw 
their own conclusions about 
the country.

The Legacy of the 60s 


IMAGES of the decade are 
remarkably shop. It was the 
time of the swinging Sixties, 
pop culture, student protests, 
sexual freedom, the whole 
heady mixture of rebellion, 
adolescence and excess. 

People might argue about 
when the “real" era began and 
when it drew to a close but the 
idea of the Sixties as a moment 
of rapid and sometimes radical 
social change is widely accepted 
in Western Europe and the 
United Stales. But what hap- 
pened to that mood, those 
ideas, that generation? Martyn 
Broughton of BBC has been 
collecting the thoughts of four 
countries, which experienced 
their own variations on the Six- 
ties themes: Britain, France, 
West Germany and the United 
Slates. 

Broughton's ' two-hour 
programmes will trace the 
course of some huge changes in 
public attitudes and behaviour. 
Some of the changes, like the 
cult of the teenager or the 
increased openness about sex- 
ual matters, are quite directly 
linked with the 1960s. 'Some, 
like the environmentalists 
movements or feminism, 
developed oul of the ferment of 
the period. Bui bthers are more 
a reaction against the indul- 
gence and immoderation that 
also seemed to be the 1960s. 
Economic hardship and a 


revival of political and moral 
conservatism have made much 
of the Sixties spirit seem out- 
dated and irrelevant. 

Hie Legacy of the 60s can be 
heard on Sundays and Mondays 
on BBC’s English Service. 
Talking from — 

What makes the Welsh lick? 
What’s so special about the 
people of Northern Ireland? 
Are the Scots really a separate 
race from the English? A new 
regular programme on BBC 
hopes to shed some light on 
these and other questions. Each 
week listeners can hear 
interviews with and profiles of a 
wide cross-section of people — 
politicians and poets, sports- 
men and songwriters, 
academics and industrialists — 
anyone, in fact, who has made a 
significant contribution to the 
richness of cultural and econ- 
omic life beyond the English 
borders. 

And it won’t be simply voices 
from the capitals of Belfast, 
Cardiff and Edinburgh: we’ll

the fascinatingly different 
countries they are.

Situation in Sri Lanka 


Economic revival 
is the way to peace

COLOMBO: A drop in the level 
of ethnic violence has provided 
an opening for economic revival 
in Sri Lanka. 

On Dec 4 last year officials of 
Sri Lanka and 14 other countries 
as well as lending agencies met in 
Paris to discuss a $400 million aid 
package to rebuild houses, 
roads, and communications. 

The government here hopes it 
will set this island nation on the 
road to recovery from the four- 
year civil war that has left more 
than 7,000 dead and the econ- 
omy in shambles. 

“Our country must rise, 
phoenix-like, from the ashes,” 
Finance Minister Ronnie de Mel 
told the Sri Lankan Parliament 
recently. “Economic recovery 
and economic revival is the only 
way to hold the peace and to 
consolidate the peace." 

But observers say the tur- 
naround that began when Sri 
Lanka and India signed a peace 
accord on July 29 is still shaky. Ln 
October, the Indian Army, 
which was brought in to enforce 
the peace plan, battled Tamil 
separatists in their Jaffna stron- 
ghold. The guerrilla fighting con- 
tinues today. In November Sin- 
halese extremists opposing the 
accord unleashed a wave of bom- 
bings in the south, including the 
capital, Colombo. 

Claim 

The Tamil minority has long 
claimed discrimination by the 
Sinhalese who account for about 
80 per cent of Sri Lanka's 16 
million people. Since 1 983, when 
anti-Tamil rioting swept the 
country* Tamil militants have 
been fighting the government for 
their own homeland in the north 
and east. 

The resurging violence 
threatened to postpone the Paris 
meeting, which observers said 
would have been a serious set- 
back for President Junius Jay- 
ewardene’s government. Fresh 
outbreaks could still choke off 
desperately needed new aid from 
the United States. Canada, and 
other major donors. 

Annual foreign aid of $600 
million now provides about one- 
third of government revenues. 
De Mel says Sri Lanka needs $3 
billion in new foreign assistance 
over the next three years to 
rebuild the country and create 
new jobs. 

“The extremists know they 
have the government by the 
economic jugular," an Asian 
diplomat in Colombo says. 

The ethnic conflict has been a 
severe blow to the Western-lean- 
ing economic plans of Jaye war- 
dene. After coming to power in 
1977, the President opened the 
country's socialist e/onomy to 
new foreign trade and invest- 
ment. 

Huge development projects 


were launched. New factories 
were set up using the country's 
low-cost labour. Plush hotels 
rose in Colombo. Sri Lanka 
seemed poised to become 
another Asian miracle economy 
patterned after Hong Kong ana 
Singapore. 

Although largely confined to 
the north and east, the e thni c 
strife has taken a toll throughout 
the country. Speudinghas tripled 
to convert Sri Lanka's ceremon- 
ial Army into a fighting force. 
This has sent the budget into 
deep deficit. 

Since violence began in 1983, 
tourism, a key foreign exchange 
earner, has collapsed and tourist 
arrivals dropped by half. Econ- 
omic growth shriveled from 
seven per cent to four per cent, 
and unemployment jumped to 
more than 25 per cent in some 
areas. 

Thousands of farms and fish- 
ing boats, mainstays of the Sri 
Lankan economy, were des- 
troyed, and refugee camps were 
filled with unemployed. Tens of 
thousands of people fled over- 
seas, including many young 
educated Tamils, whose loss will 
barm the economy for years to 
come, observers predict. 

“If 1 did not stop this conflict, 
we would have been bankrupt." 
Jayewardene says. 

Revival 

The economy already is start- 
ing to pull out of its tailspin. 
officials insist. Businessmen are 
dusting olT long-delayed expan- 
sion plans, and foreign investors' 
interest is reviving. 

In two Colombo free-trade 
zones, foreign investment this 
year has tripled to $18 million. 
And new projects totalling $100 
million are on the drawing 
board. Still, the government has 
invested $4 million in new 
security at the industrial parks, 
and businessmen say the threat 
of terrorism makes them think 
twice about relocating. 

With the Indian Army bearing 
the brunt of Sri Lanka's war 
against Tamil extremists, the 
government hopes slowly to 
reduce its $1 billion annual bud- 
get deficit and curb rapidly rising 
double-digit inflation. 

India also has pledged $40 
million in aid. half of which must 
be spent on Indian capital goods 
and services. Talks a re underway 
between the two countries to 
jointly operate a controversial oil 
depot in the port city of Trin- 
comalee and to cooperate on oil 
exploration. 

Sri Lankan critics of the peace 
accord worry their country could 
become a political and economic 
satellite of its giant neighbour. 
“They already have taken over 
the north and east of our coun- 
try," a Sinhalese businessman 
says. “Now they want to domin- 
ate our economy."

UK-France shelve 
perennial rivalry

LONDON. (AF): Drilling an 
undersea tunnel to link them per- 
manently and planning their first 
joint nuclear missile, France and 
Britain have shelved their peren- 
nial rivalry to embark on a new 
era of cooperation. 

But the mutual suspicious that 
have always bedeviled the on- 
again, otT-again alliance promise 
to be an enduring backdrop to 
the unprecedented Anglo- 
French programme. 

“It is British cash rather than 
expertise that the French govern- 
ment is after," the Times of Lon- 
don carped immediately after the 
Dec 14 unveiling of plans by the 
two countries to develop an air- 
launched nuclear missile. 

Sniping 

The missile, which British T or- 
nado or French Mirage war- 
planes could fire into enemy 
territory, results partly From the 
superpower agreement to elimin- 
ate their medium-range missiles 
from Europe. 

Apprehension that further 
Soviei-American arms treaties 
could lead to the withdrawal of 
US forces from Europe is also 
pushing West Germany and 
France closer on defence. 

Some analysts believe the 
Anglo-French missile project 
could lead eventually to the for- 
mation of a British-French 
nuclear force for Europe. 

At present, the forces are 


totally separate, the French 
weapons are not integrated intG 
the 16-nation Nato alliance and 
Britain and France do not, for 
example, divide up patrol areas 
to avoid duplication. 

On a more peaceful front, the 
£6-billion ($ 10.8-billion) channel 
tunnel is due for completion in 
1993, and marks the realisation 
of a project first proposed nearly 
two hundred years ago d uring lhe 
time of Emperor Napoleon. 

That was the era when Britain 
and France last went to war 
against each other. But nearly 
two centuries on. the relationsh ip 
remains far from easy. 

Together, the British and 
French invaded the Suez Canal 
area in 1956 and were forced to 
withdraw under pressure from 
the United Slates and the Soviet 
Union. 

Since then it has been mainly 
cross-channel sniping with an 
occasional showdown, in 1963, 
French President Charles de 
Gaulle, suspicious of Britain's 
close relationship with the 
United Slates, vetoed its appli- 
cation to join the European 
Economic Community. Britain 
joined 10 years later. But the 
French have always distrusted 
Britain's commitment to 
Europe. 

Together, Britain and France 
built a supersonic airliner in the 
1970s. but wrangled long over 
whether to call it Concord or the 
French equivalent. Concorde. 
France won.

Key to Thai stability

BANGKOK, (AP): After more 
than four difficult decades 
weathering Thai government 
coups, revolutions in neighbour- 
ing countries and the problems of 
local development. King 
Bhumibol Adulyadej has 
remained the dominant and 
probably themost popular figure 
in the country. 

Thailand is now in Lhe midst of 
an 18-month celebration of his 
60th birthday, marked Dec 5. 
and record span on the throne. 
On July 2, 1988, the King will 
have reigned for 42 years and 33 
days, longer than any other in 
Thai history. 

Palace officials are seeking to 
dispel rumours that the King 
may abdicate after the mid- 1988 
milestone. 

“I don't think he will ever 
abdicate in the true sense of the 
word." said a key aide to the 
King, Tongnoi Tongyai. “When 
you become king, you remain 
responsible for the happiness of 
the people forever." 

Stability 

Political scientists like Suk- 
hnmbhand Paribatra believe the 
King's retirement would deal a 
damaging blow to the Thai 
political system. Many assert he 
has been the key to stability 
through eight domestic coups, 10 
constitutions and upheavals in 
neighbouring Indochina. 

Some also express concern 
that if he were to step down, in- 


fighting, military resurgents and 
heightened corruption could 
follow in this fledgling 

democracy. His successor would 
be formally selected by a privy 
council. 

King Bhumibol designs dams, 
composes jazz tunes and speaks 
five languages, Slim, bespecta- 
cled and impassive in public, the 
monarch cuts an imposing figure 
amid the pomp of ancient 
ceremonies. 

Although a constitutional 
monarch — Thailand threw out 
absolute rule in 1932— the King 
has intervened in moments of 
national crisis, and political 
analysts generally agree any 
government leader opposed to 
him could not hold on to power. 

When dissident Army officers 
staged a 1981 power grab, the 
King's pointed departure from 
Bangkok spelled a rapid end to 
the would-be coup. During a 
1973 student revolt against a dic- 
tatorial trio of leaders, he halted 
mounting bloodshed by engin- 
eering exile for the military stron- 
gmen. In the embattled streets, 
radical marchers carried por- 
traits of Cuban revolutionary 
Che Guevara — and the King. 

Base 

The King's power base is 
rooted in a mass following and 
an unbroken. 7S0-year-long 
monarchical tradition. For cen- 
turies, the King was regarded as 
an infallible deity. 

The King’s birthday has been 
marked with a procession of 


ceremony rarely matched in 
modern Asia. There have been 
birthday projects worth millions 
of dollars to aid the rural poor, 
beautify Bangkok and preserve 
tradition. 

The celebrations are being 
enlivened by recent good fortune 
in Thailand: a robust economic 
performance, a record influx of 
tourists and unprecedented 
political stability. Prime Mini- 
ster Prem Tinsulanonda, who 
owes a good deal of his staying 
power to the King, has held the 
office since 1980 — longer than 
any other leader in modem Thai 
history. 

The King was bom in Boston, 
where his father was studying 
medicine at Harvard University, 
and was sent off to a Swiss school 
where fast cars and saxophone 
playing often took precedence 
over studies. The mysterious 
shooting death in 1946 of his 
brother, King A nan da Mahidol, 
propelled the inexperienced teen- 
ager to the throne and into the 
coups and political machina- 
tions of the 1950s. 

The King eventually grew in 
stature ana political acumen 
amid internal political turmoil. 
Around Thailand, communist 
revolutions, independence strug- 
gles and drives for democracy 
toppled the bluebloods of Laos, 
Cambodia and Vietnam. Today, 
the only other Asian hereditary 
monarchs are in Bhutan. Brunei, 
Japan and Nepal. 

“There are some in the univer- 
sities who Lhink the monarchy is

obsolete. But I think Thailand 
still needs an understanding 
monarch," Queen Sirikit once 
told an interviewer. 

While some do privately say 
greater Western-style democracy 
could be achieved without royal 
institutions, few criticise the 


King as a person. 

The cornerstone of the King's 
popularity is the work he and 
members of his family have 
accomplished in the countryside, 
where they have initiated some 
1 ,000 royal development 
projects focused on basic needs. 


Hong Kong is gradually ‘taking over’ China

IN 1997, Hong Kong will leave 
the British Empire and revert to 
China. In theory, nothing impor- 
tant will change. China basically 
says it will permit Hong Kong to 
run its own affairs except defence 
and external relations. 

At first, the agreement to 
return Hong Kong to China sent 
shock waves through the busi- 
ness community. Then business

business 


picked up and went on — almost 
as usual — and Hong Kong's 
economy is now booming. But 
deep down, something is dif- 
ferent. 

According to one survey, 
about 50 percent of Hong Kong’s 
educated, professional class 
intends to emigrate before 1997. 
Already, thousands have left for 
Canada. Australia, or the United 
States. But for the vast majority 
of Chi nese poor or worki ngclass. 
there are no alternatives to stay- 
ing. 

At first glance, there could be 
no greater contrast between the 
affluence and capitalism found 
in Hong Kong and the professed 
communism in Peking. The sim- 
plistic view is that Hong Kong is 
doomed. It will slowly metamor- 
phose into a pale imitation of its 
former self as 1997 approaches 
and thereafter. 

Yet. if one travels in southern 
China — especially Canton. 



Shanghai, and the so-called 
“special economic zones" establ- 
ished by the reformist Commun- 
ist Party leaders under Deng 
Xiaoping — the impression is 
that Hong Kong is taking over 
China. „ 

Standard 

Substantial development in 
the region is spurred by either 
trade with Hong Kong or by 
investment from the crown 
colony. There is also increasing 
disparity in southern China bet- 


ween the new rich and those out- 
side the boom. Food prices are 
quickly rising. But overall econ- 
omic progress in the area has 
been significant. Living stan- 
dards are much improved. 

Hong Kong's entrepren- 
eurial spirit is taking over Shan- 
ghai's sireeis-whichare filling up 
with “private” shops and busi- 
ness. It is no secret that many 
wealthy businessmen live in 
China and their numbers are 
growing as China continues to 


open to the West. 

Close ties already exist bet- 
ween Hong Kong's wealthy and 
their mainland Chinese business 
and financial counterparts. 
Without Hong Kong, China's 
economic miracle would have 
been only a shadow of its present 
reality. 

Hong Kong banks raised more 
than $1 billion in loans for 
projects in China during the first 
half of this year — more than 
double the figure recorded for 


the whole of 1985. And China's 
property holdings in Hong Kong 
are officially valued at $1.3 
billion, but may be twice that 
amount Thus, it is in China's 
interest not to destroy Hong 
Kong's prosperity. 

Future 

Hong Kong is a house of cards 
held together by confidence in 
the behaviour and predictability 
of Chinese authorities over a very 
long period. Political upheavals, 
or a disruption in progress 
toward reforming and opening 
China's economy, would cer- 
tainly undercut faith in Hong 
Kong's destiny. 

The future ofbothHong Kong 
and China is tied to the Chinese 
Communist. Party’s -ability, to* 
Con,tiqpe ^^y l pro-gre$s ! tt>wmi 
reform,-; tq., contain popular, 
resentment against growing dis- 
parity in wealth, and to restrain 
“conservative” revolutionaries 
in China who fear the influence 
of Western decadence and ram- 
pant capitalism on domestic 
communism. The results of the 
recent party congress indicate 
that reform remains the coun- 
try’s Lop priority. But the Con- 
fess also showed that opposi- 
tion still exists and that the future 
is less than certain. 

The question for Hong Kong 
and China is: will the marriage 
bring about what they both 
want?.

Others have also been taken 
to Israel’s barren southern 
Arava region and likewise told 
to walk across to Jordan.' • 

The sources said the military 
prefers to send deportees to 
Jordan because those Arabs 
who lived in the- West Bank 
were . granted Jordanian 
nationality when Amman ruled 
over the territory between 1948 
and 1967. 

In at least one instance, the 
sources said, a deported Arab 
was taken to the edgeof Israel's 
self-declared ‘security zone' in 
southern Lebanon, and told to 
walk north into Lebanon.

Officially the independent labour union is banned 


Solidarity determined to play its role

GDANSK. Poland. (AP): The 
Polish independent labour union 
Solidarity has been technically 
illegal for six years, but Lech 
Walesa and other leaders reipain 
determined to play a role in shap- 
ing national policy. 

Despite the official banning of 
Solidarity in the December 1981 
martial-law crackdown, the 
flinty determination of union 
loyalists, together with a 
measure of tolerance by auth- 
orities. has allowed the leader- 
ship of the East Bloc's first legally 
independent trade union to 
survive. 

Solidarity’s task now. Walesa 
says, is to take a new look at 
union activities and show more 
initalive in response to official 
programmes for reform. 

“We have to start fighting by 
means of (proposing) solutions 
as soon as possible.'' said Walesa 
in a interview in the comfortable 
parlor of Si Brygida's parish 
house in his home city of 
Gdansk. 

Meet 

“The government proposes a 
consultative council, ombuds- 
man and a 'lot of other things, 
while on this side there are no 
proposals.” 

Despite its official banning, 
after a year of legal existence, the 
union today has a newly formed 
national executive commission 
under Walesa. Its member's 
names are well known to auth- 
orities. Its press spokesman 
routinely answers reporters’ 
questions by telephone, and 
occasionally hosts news con- 
ferences in his Warsaw apart- 
ment. 

A human rights monitoring 
committee produces a weekly- 
report on arrests and imprison- 
ments. Visiting Western dig- 


nitaries meet with top Solidarity 
leaders. Union positions are 
addressed regularly, although 
caustically, by the government 
spokesman. 

On the other hand, police still 
block pro-Solidarily demonstra- 
tions. sometimes resorting to 
violence. And they monitor the 
activities of union members, with 
low-level activists often subject 
to detention or fines. 

Activists say. however, that 
the unwritten rule since a 1986 
political amnesty is that no rank- 
ing Solidarity official will be 
arrested for union activities, so as 
not to create martyrs to galvanise 
critics at home and abroad. 

How the union should cope 
with this quasi -tolerated status 
has been a difficult topic for 
Solidarity, union members 
agree. Polish leader Gen. Woj- 
ciech Jaruzelski has declared that 
the ruling Communist Party, 
known as the Polish United 
Workers' Party, and not Lhe 
opposition will be the engine or 
reform in Poland. 

Work 

Heartened that government- 
proposed political and economic 
reforms failed to win a legally 
binding mandale in a Nov 29 
naiionwide referendum. 
Solidarity announced thalit now 
wants to work increasingly 
within the system. 

Walesa, in the interview, said 
the union has celebrated social 
and political liberalisations in 
Poland over the past year, but 
has done loo lillie lo promote 
fresh ideas of its own and the 
formation of independent organ- 
isations to bring “pluralism” to 
Polish life. 

“Every Pole, if he wants and 
has a little courage, may be 
pluralistic. Even further, he may 
oppose the system. And if you do 
it wisely you don’t gel impr- 
isoned or murdered.” Walesa 


said. 

The problem now is lo wiu for 
independent people the right to 
organise into groups that will 
work in their own specialised 
fieldsfor a better Poland, he said. 

When reminded that such 
groups have had difficulty get- 
ting off the ground in recent 
months - - a newly formed Polish 
socialist parly had meetings 
broken up by police and a 
proposed nationwide pro-busi- 
ness economic society was ham- 
strung in attempts to gain legal 
status — Walesa shrugged and 
said: “So what?” 

He pointed to the position 
Solidarity has carved out for 
itself despite years under an 
official ban. 

“This means you can do some- 
thing.” he said. He added, “if 
there are any movements that 
need us, we areal their disposal.” 

Although acknowledging div- 
isions in his ranks on this point, 
Walesa said Solidarity should 
not be trying lo return lo its 
heyday, when it represented a 
single opposition of 10 million 
members that flexed its muscles 
through mass demonstrations. 

Approach 

“It was all very fine, but that 
was in 1980.” he said. “And it is 
not in the street that we shall find 
a solution. Because in the street 
we can cither beat up somebody, 
or gel beaten up ourselves.*' 

The new approach is to chip 
aw aval government restrictions, 
taking advantage of what liberal- 
isutions are offered and 
encouraging different approa- 
ches. Walesa and other union 
officials said. 

“We are making use of the 
situation and we are forcing the 
system lo change.” he said. “But 
1 want lo stress once again that 
we do not want to take over 
power ... We would probably 


govern worse than they do.” 

Solidarity spokesman Janusz 
Onyszkicwicz said the union 
might support candidates in 
upcoming elections to local peo- 
ple's councils, although the 
government has said that as an 
illegal organisation Solidarity 
cannot “perform any public fun- 
ction.” 

Walesa said Solidarity already 
has helped bring greater plural- 
ism. Noting the establishment of 
the consultative council, with 
several independent voices to 
advise Jaruzelski, and (he nam- 
ing of an ombudsman to hear 
citizens' grievances, he said: 
“Nobody gives you such a thing 
as a present. This is forced, but 
without an army or shooting.*' 

“We even have an ally in our 
big brother, who also says 
'reform.'” said Walesa referring 
lo Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev. 

Afraid 

The government denies that 
Solidarity deserves any credit for 
reforms. It says the union cannot 
hope to re-enter the public arena 
without acknowledging respon- 
sibility for bringing Poland to the 
brink of anarchy in the early 
1980s and accepting present 
“realities", including the Com- 
munist Party's leading role. 

Government spokesman Jerzy 
Urban said last week that 
Solidarity activists themselves 
recognise they are “weak, lost 
and out of touch with the mas- 
ses.” He said this explains recent 
statements that the union wants 
to shift directions. 

Zbigniew RumaszewskL who 
heads Solidarity's human rights 
monitoring committee, said 
police seem lo have a hands-olT ; 
policy towards the leading lOOor j 
so Solidarity activists. But low- 
level people, who distribute 
underground leaflets or lake part 


in demonstrations, are held for 
up to 48 hours and then given 
steep fines or have property conf- 
iscated. he said. ' 

Occasionally, there have been 
beatings or other forms of 
intimidation, he said. 

In addition, 15-20 people in 
prison on non-political charges 
ranging from draft evasion to 
sabotage should be counted as 
political prisoners, Romaszew- 
ski said, disputing government 
statements that Poland has no 
political prisoners.

Project 

British 
Airways chief executive, called 
the multi-million pound project 
“a new mark of respect for busi- 
ness travellers.” 

From today the present Super 
Club on intercontinental routes 
will be superseded by Club 
World, a service tailored to the 
life style of the longhaul business 
traveller in the 1990’s. 

At the same lime, services for 
6,000 Club class passengers every 
day in Europe will be rapidly 
improved with the birth of Club 
Europe. 

Every aspect of a business 
traveller's encounter with the 
airline has been reviewed to 
establish Club as a unique blend 
of British style and service. 

Seating comfort was a prime 
requirement and interior layouts 
on almost all the airline’s 166- 
plus aircraft are being recon- 
figured to offer more legroom.

“1 cannot be certain about 
peace but 1 feel this is possible if 
we make some effort to solve 
problems of extremist youth," he 
said. 

“People want elections. And 
after my statement they feel the 
government will hold elections 
although they had doubts 


earlier,” De Mel said, calling on 
religious leaders, intellectuals 
and academics to lead the call for 
polls.

In an interview with the slate- 
run Al-ltlihad daily, Oteiba said 
prices had already improved to 
nearly $17 a barrel because of 
adherence to production res- 
traints and pricing policy by 
' Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries' 13 member 
states. 

Credibility 

"The month of January will be 
the true test for Opec’s 
credibility," Oteiba said. 

“If the Opec member states 
continue to adhere to the produc- 
tion and pricing policies and 
refrain from offering any dis- 
counts, then the spot market 
price will rise within a few days to 
$18, the official Opec price." 

The organisation’s produc- 
tion and pricing policy, designed 
to defend the $1 8 price for crude 
oil. was forged at the biannual 
Opec ministerial meeting in 
Vienna last month. 

Oteiba said a price slide foll- 
owing the December conference 
was "illogical and not based on 
economic grounds." 

He blamed it on pressures by 
unidentified companies to force 
producing states to undercut the 
prices. 

Prices recently rebounded 
above the S 16 figure with reports 
that Opec members were restrict- 
ing their output and were firm on 
upholding the 518 price. 

He said he was confident that 


Opec stales would resist the pres- 
sures, “even if that led to a 
decrease in output by some states 
below quota levels." 

That, he added, would 
"inevitably lead to the restora- 
tion of spot prices to the official 
level and even exceed it in the 
coming days." 

Oteiba stressed that his coun- 
try, one of those accused in the 


past of overshooting output 
quotas, was “committed to the 
spirit and text” of the Opec 
resolutions. 

He said his country had resis- 
ted "pressures by importing oil 
companies” to- sell at a discount. 

“Whoever wants to buy our 
oil, that’s our price. If they don't 
like it, then we have no oil to 
sell,” he said. 


Adnoc chief praises 
Opec agreement 

ABU DHABI, Jan 4, (Opecna): Sheikh Tahnonn Bln Moham- 
med. Chairman of the Abu Dhabi National Oil Company 
(Adnoc), has said that the Opec agreement on o3 production and 
prices has brought “reasonable stability” to die market. In a 
statement cm the occasion of Adnoc’s 16th anniversary, which 
also coincides with 16 years of independence for the Uni led Arab 
Emirates, be paid tribute to tbe company's achievements in all 
sectors of the oil industry, including exploration, exploitation and 
the establishment of onshore and offshore projects. He said 
Adnoc had successfully overcome tbe challenges posed by tbe oil 
market situation and made ‘great strides' in a difficult environ- 
ment. 

Sheikh Tahnonn said Adnoc's progress constituted a substan- 
tial part of the advance made by the country itself. The company 
had pulled through the crisis of low oil prices and was moving 
forward. Tbe chairman noted with satisfaction that Adnoc now 
employed UAE nationals in key positions. Adnoc general man- 
ager Sobail Al Maznu said in a message that the company had 
been able to market its entire duue of erode oil. natural gas, as 
well as excess production from Adnoc refineries. The Ruweis 
Refinery operated at 103 per cent of its designed capacity and the 
one at Um Al Nar at 110 per cent with an average production of 
123,000 b/d. Al Mazrui said seismic surveys carried out by the 
company up to October 1987 covered 6,928 km in afi areas. 
Additional discoveries of natural gas had been made and project 
implementation was on schedule. 

Hunt Oil Co. to develop 
second Yemen oilfield 

NICOSIA. Jan 4, (AP): The US Hunt Oil Co. plans to start 
production at a second oilfield in North Yemen this year, an o3 
weekly reported today. The respected Middle East Economic 
Survey, published in Nicosia, said toe new Azal field in the 
northeast of the country has a tested output of 5A00 barrels a day. 
North Yemen's first commercial field .at Alif, 9 m3es (15 km) 
from Azal, was discovered by toe Hnnt Co of Texas in 1984. The 
impoverished Red Sea country began producing oil late last year. 
While it is unlikely to ever become a major producer, oil revenue 
will do much to help modernise the country. North Yemen's 
output was expected to reach 135,000 barrels a day later this year 
and increase to around 400,000 barrels a day later. The Azal field 
will be liiiked to a 270-miie (440-km) export pipeline from Alif to 
the Red Sea that will have an initial capacity of 225,000 barrels a 
day.

China’s untapped desert beckons oil giants 




BEIJING, Jan 4, (Reuter): The 
shifting sands of China’s Tak- 
lamakan desert are .beckoning 
the oil giants of thfe West. 

Disappointed with poor 
results from Chinese offshore 
fields, foreign drillers want to try 
what some say may be the 
worid.’s largest untapped oil 
basin. 

Occupying' an area about the 
size of France, the Taklaraakan 
desert stretches across the north- 
western region of Xinjiang. 
Local people call it the "sea of 
death.’ 

. Offshore 

For, while China has thrown 
open offshore oilfields and 10 
southern provinces to develop- 
ment by foreign companies, Xin- 
jiang stays closed. 

A few firms supplied equip- 
ment and did seismic surveys, 
but no foreign drilling has 

begun. 

The region's strategic location 
between Mongolia, the Soviet 
Union. Afghanistan, Pakistan 
and India was a factor behind 
reluctance to - open it. up, 
diplomats said. 

“It’s one of the world’s unkin- 
dest places buL it could be richest 
too,” said an oilman just back 
from there. 

In winter. Western seismic 
crews there stop work for two 
months as temperatures plunge 
to minus 3 degrees Centigrade, 
and a geologist who. has made 
several survey trips to Xinjiang 
said sand dunes 400 metres 
(1,300 ft) high could bury oil 


“We could sink millions of 
dollars in drilling and not come 
up with a drop of oil. It’s 
extremely risky," he said. 

But oilmen from several Wes- 
tern firms, who asked not to be 
identified, said they would have 
left China by now had it not been 
for the lure of the desert. An 
informed source said British 
petroleum. Chevron, Conoco, 
Texaco and Shell were keen to 
start developing Xinjiang. 

Failed 

“The carrot of Xinjiang is 
what holds Western oil compan- 
ies in China," a diplomat said, 
noting that BP failed to find oil 
in years of offshore exploration 
and lhat no foreign firm had 
really struck it rich. 

Dou Bingwen, director of the 
petroleum Ministry's Inter- 
national Cooperation Depart- 
ment, declined to comment on 
when, if ever, foreign firms 
would be able to drill in Xin- 

J 3 “Now we are mainly depend- 
ing on our own strength in 
developing this region. Almost 
all major international oil com- 

g anies have been to ihe region. 

generally speaking they are 
interested.” he said in an 
interview. 

China and Foreign partners 
were exploring ways to 
cooperate but no detailed talks 
on contract, terms had started. 
Dou added. 

He said Xinjiang needed a 
tremendous amount of capital to 


exploit its fields and a pipeline of 
more than 2.000 km (1,200 
miles) to carry oil to ports and 
refineries on China’s east coast. 

Denied 

But he denied a suggestion by 
one oil source that China is in 
the early stages of talking about 
raising 55 billion from Japan to 
develop Xinjiang. 

Japan is a major buyer of 
Chinese oil. In July, the trading 
house C. Itoh and Co agreed to 
buy crude oil and oil products 
valued at over SI. 4 billion over 

10 years. 

Despite being the world's 
sixth oil producer' China has 
chronic energy shortages and, 
according to state councillor 
Kang Shi'en will need an annual 
200 million tonnes of crude by 
the year 2000 for its domestic 
needs. 

Dou said output this year 
would be 134 million tonnes, 
more than 90 per cent from 
onshore fields in eastern China. 

Future 

Petroleum Minister Wang 
Tao says: “The future of China’s 

011 industry is in the Northwest, 
specifically Xinjiang region." 

China oil journal quoted him 
as telling a national oil con- 
ference in October that Xinjiang 
held an important, strategic 
position in the oil industry. 

The newspaper said Xin- 
jiang's three large fields held 28 
billion tonnes of oil, one third of 
China's total. Promising, high- 
yield oil and gas test wells had 


been drilled along the edge of the 
Taklamakan, it added. 

But Western geologists said 
official estimates of Xinjiang's 
reserves were theoretical as few 
surveys had been carried out. 

Diplomats and oil experts said 
China must decide soon on its 
strategy for Xinjiang as a 
national energy crisis loomed. 

Production at the two major 
fields in the east — Daqing and ' ; 
Shengli — were close to peak ; 
levels, offshore finds were 
limited, and only one onshore 
contract had been signed with a I 
foreign company in southern ! 
China. 

Reverse 

“China looks as if it will be a j 
net oil importer in the mid I990’s 
... nothing they can do now will 
reverse that. But if they open up 
the north-west then by early 
2000 they might start to get it 
delivered,” a Western oilman 
added. 

The New China News agency 
said this month the state would 
invest a billion yuan (5270 
million) in 1988 in'the Junggar 
basin in northern Xinjiang. 

The region’s total target for 
1990, including the western 
Karamay field, was about 9.5 
million tonnes, double current 
oulpuL the agency said. 

“The Chinese have struck 
sLrongiy to the idea that (hey will 
do it themselves but are realising 
they will have to import tech- 
nology at least.” a Western 
diplomat said.

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KUWAIT interbank dinar 
deposit rates were mainly steady 
in a liquid market yesterday 
where dealers said there was 
activity in maturities up to three 
months but virtually no business 
beyond. 

Short-dates were well-offered, 
with overnight at one per cent. 
Tomorrow-next dealt at one per 
cent early in the day then later 
was quoted at two, one per cent. 

Spot-next was quoted at two, 
one per cent and one-week at 
three, two per cent after dealing 
at 1-1/2 percent. 

In the fixed maturities, one- 
month was little changed at 3-1/ 
2, three per cent though it had 
dealt as high as 3-5/4 per cent 
early in the day. 

Changed 

Three-mouth funds were little 
changed at five, 4-1 /2 per cent. 

The Central Bank adjusted 
down its dinar rate three times 
during the day, apparently to 
match a rise in the value of the 
dollar in international exchange 
markets. 

- Dealers said a narrower 
spread on the dinar-dollar rate 
introduced by the bank in the 
New Year would require the 
authorities to track the dollar 
more closely. 

The rate was initially quoted at 
0.26935/45 to the dollar, but was 
revised to 0.26957/67 and later to 


026972/82. The spot dinar was 
quoted by commercial banks at 
0.26972-82. 

Meanwhile, in Bahrain, the 
Saudi riyal interbank market was 
quietly softer yesterday, with 
traders stunned by news the 
Saudi government will rein- 
troduce income tax on foreigners 
later this month after a gap of 12 
years. 

The II commercial banks 
operating in the kingdom, nine of 
them joint-ventures with foreign 
partners, rely heavily on 
expatriate labour in dealing 
rooms and some traders predic- 
ted a mass exodus. Tax will be 
levied from January 21 at up to 
30 per cent. 

Concern 

The move had no direct impact 
on the riyal market, but some 
traders expressed concern at the 
effect on the economy of a sharp 
reduction in disposable income 
and lower spending. 

The riyal interbank market 
re main ed very liquid, with banks 
unwilling to tie up funds over a 
long period until tney know how 
and when Saudi Arabia will float 
its fust Treasury bonds. It is 
planning up to 30 billion riyals 
worth to help finance its 1988 
budget deficit. 

Tne spot riyal traded steady at 
3.7490/95 to the dollar.

KIO lifts 
stake in BP 
to 18.34 pc 

LONDON, Jan 4, (Reuter): The 
Kuwait Investment Office 
(KIO), an investment arm of the 
Kuwaiti government, said yes- 
terday it had raised its stake in oil 
giant British Petroleum Corp 
PLC (BP) to 18.34 percent from 
18.03 per cent. 

A KIO statement said it 
bought 18.5 million partly-paid 
BP sbares at 71.35 pence ($1.34) 
per share on Dec 31. This 
broughtiKIO’s total holding in 
BP tol ;09 billion shares. 

The partly-paid BP shares, 
which were issued last October 
when the government sold off its 
remaining stake in Britain's big- 
gest company, were the most 
actively traded shares in London 
on Monday, with 51.3 million, or 
more than one per cent of BP’s 
equity, changing hands by the 
close. 

They finished the day at 73 
pence ($1.37), up 2.5 pence (4.5 
cents) on last Thursday, while 
fully paid BP ordinary shares 
ended the day 10 pence (18.75 
cents) ahead at 2.58 pounds 
($4.84). 

KIO's recent purchases of the 
partly-paid shares have been 
above a British government’s 70 
pence ($1.3!) support price 
which expires on Wednesday. 
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Central banks rescue dollar from record lows 


LON DON , Jan 4, ( Reuter): Cen- 
tra! bankers around the world 
scrambled to rescue the dollar 
today after it began 1988 by hit- 
ting record lows. Gold prices 
declined. 

It nosedived to touch 120.20 
Japanese yen and 1.5615 West 
German marks in early Tokyo 
trading. But steady dollar buying 
by the Bank of Japan — dealers 
estimated it bought SI billion — 
plus three interventions by West 
Germany's Bundesbank and 
buying by the Swiss National 
Bank later pulled it higher. 

French government officials 
confirmed the existence of secret 
clauses in an agreement last 
month by the Group of Seven 
leading industrial nations. 

Pledged 

The accord publicly said they 
did not want the dollar, down 
almost 25 per cent in 1987, to 
keep sliding. News reports said 
the secret clauses pledged central 
banks to prop it up. 

“The central banks have made 
a fairly forceful display." a New 
York dealer said, as the dollar 
held steady just above 1 .58 marks 
and 1 22.5 yen. The dollar traded 
at nearly $’l .S 8 to the pound ster- 
ling and at just above 1.28 Swiss 
francs, up from an earlier record 


low of 1 .2620 francs. 

Shares prices on thefirstdayof 
1988 trading generally eased, 
although trading volume in most 
centres was light because people 
wanted to see where the dollar 
would settle. 

Frankfurt slocks fell 5.5 per 
cent. Paris dropped 2.5 per cent 
and Zurich two per cent. In 
Tokyo, the world’s biggest 
market, shares slipped 1.6 per 
cent. 

But Wall Street and London 
bucked the trend. The Dow 
Jones industrial average rose 
more than 25 points in early New 
York trading to a high of 1.968. 
British shares were up 1.6 per 
cent in London's mid-afternoon, 
helped by the dollar's rebound. 

But many currency dealers 
were unconvinced that the dis- 
play of central bank muscle 
today would be enough to lift the 
dollar, which has been hit by anx- 
iety about the US economy. 

Perception 

“Intervention just gives you a 
get-out,” said a London dealer. 
“It will take either a change in US 
policy or in Europe's perception 
of the US economic situation to 
shift sentiment.” 

Most dealers said 1 they wanted 
to see more intervention by the 


US central bank, the Federal 
Reserve. 

That, they said, would give 
them some assurance the United 
States was ready to support the 
dollar whole-heartedly. 

But. even so. many said the 
dollar would not stop sliding 
until the US trade and budget 
deficits started coming down. 

The Central Bank buying 
came as dealers weighed a report 
by the Paris daily. La Tribune De 
L’Expansioin, saying the Group 
of Seven industrial nations — the 
United States. Japan, West Ger- 
many, France. Italy, Britain and 
Canada — secretly agreed last 
month that their central banks 
would buy dollars when dealers 
started selling enough to push its 
value down too far. 

Clauses 

It quoted French Finance 
Minister Edouard Bahadur for 
the information. The ministry 
later said there were secret 
clauses in the G-7 statement, but 
declined to discuss their content. 

“The market is waiting for the 
United States to take a firm 
stance that the dollar will not fall 
any further,” said Hiroyuki 
Wada, general manager at 
Okasan Securities, in Tokyo. 

Dealers say the United States 


needs a cheap dollar so that its 
government lOUs — Treasury 
Bonds — are attractively priced 
overseasand so that US compan- 
ies gain a price advantage over 
foreign competitors, both in the 
US and on world markets. 

Critical 

And so. since thedollar’s value 
is key to the profits of European 
and Asian companies, stock- 
brokers say it will be a critical 
factor in whether share prices rise 
or fall. 

“It's the dollar again,” a Fran- 
kfurt dealer said. “People see it 
falling even lower. 1988 looks 
like being another hard year for 
the stock market.” 

Frankfurt’s 30-share Boersen- 
Zeitung index fell 14.77 point, or 
5.5 per cent, to close at 254.10. 
The Paris Bourse indicator slip- 
ped 2.47 jper cent and the Ail- 
Share Swiss index dropped two 
percent, or 15.2 points, to 754.2. 

Tokyo's 225-share Nikkei 
index fell 346.96 points, or 1.61 
per cent, to 21,217.04 — “the 
patterns seems to be continuing 
From last year,” said Norio Oma- 
chi. a broker at Sanyo Securities 
in Tokyo. “If the dollar is down, 
the market is down.” 

In London, shares finned after 


the central banks interve ned t o 
support the dollar. The FTSE 
100 -share index rose about 1.6 
per cent, or nearly 27 points, to 
approach 1 ,740, led by gains in 
share prices of big dollar earning 
companies. 

Hong Kong's Hang Seng 
index slipped 16.46 points to 
close at 2.286.29, but had plun- 
ged nearly 100 points as trading 
opened today following the 
weekend arrests of the former 
stock exchange chairman and 
two top aides. 

Singapore's Strait Times 
industrial index rose 1 0.03 points 
to 833.6 1 but the Australian All- 
Ordinaries index fell 21.5 points 
to 1,297.4. 

Gold 

In London, the price of gold 
was fixed at $480.50 an ounce 
this afternoon, down six dollars 
from its close on New Year's 
even. 

Trading was thin, and dealers 
said bullion was marked down 
mostly in reaction to the dollar's 
bounce. Gold is traditionally a 
haven for investors when the 
dollar is weak. 

Elsewhere, Swedish, Belgian 
and Italian shares eased, but a 
rise in the price of North Sea oil 
boosted Norwegian shares. 


European industry braced for dollar squeeze in 1988 

Slower growth predicted for West 


LONDON. Jan 4, (Reuter): 
European industry is bracing for 
a big squeeze in 1 988 as each new 
fall in the dollar makes US 
imports cheaper and Europe's 
export markets tougher. 

Unemployment in Europe is 
already dose to 20 millions, and 
no one knows how much or how 
soon this new ‘bear hug' will 
hurt, although economists 
polled by Reuters at the start of 
1988 generally talked of a slower 
expansion and not a recession. 

But with Far Eastern com- 
petitors very active and a slugg- 
ish West German economy hold- 
ing down demand for goods in 
continental Europe, some people 
in finandal markets fear they 
may not have discounted bad 
news far enough. 

Tough 

“It's going to be a very, very 
tough year for Europe with veiy 
slow growth." said David 
Lomax, chief international econ- 
omist at Britain's National West- 
minister Bank. “Growth of bet- 
ween nought and one per cent is 
pretty bad, but it won’t be reces- 
sion.” 

Economist Christopher Potts 
at France’’ Banque-lndosuez 
said: “For Europe as a whole the 
international environment is 
going to be very uncomfortable, 
if only because of the need of US 
industry to win back market 
share at the same time as South- 
East Asian competition is going 


to be very fierce.” 

Airbus Industrie is the 
European consortium which 
builds airliners, competing with 
US giants Boeing and Douglas. 

French Trade Minister Michel 
Noir caused a stir last month 
when he told the daily France 
Soir that the dollar's 25 per cent 
fall in 1987 was “a catastrophe 
for Airbus.” 

West German carmaker 
Daimler-Benz AGcancelled four 
additional Saturday work shifts 
before Christmas because of the 
weakening dollar, which cuts its 
US sales. 

But some analysts say 
Europe's near-term fears are 
overdone. 

Optimistic 

“The optimistic way to look at 
it is that it doesn't look as though 
there's going to be a recession in 
Europe in 1988," said George 
Magnus at London brokerage 
Warburg Securities. 

Europe's central banks acted 
swiftly and together to cut 
interest rates after the Black 
Monday October 19 stock 
market crash and could do so 
againjf inflation stays undercon- 
-•’trol. ... 

Lower interest rates mean 
cheaper borrowing for con- 
sumers and industry, and are 
held to stimulate economic 
activity. 

But hopes for further decisive 
European government coopera- 


tion to fuel growth look forlorn 
— “the European Economic 
Comm uni ty has no fully effective 
means of coordinating 
macroeconomic policy,” said 
National Westminister Bank's 
Lomax. 

West Germany, at the core of 
European business, stressed in 
December its reluctance to be 
pushed into being an economic 
engine for its neighbours. 

“From the German point of 
view, the present economic situa- 
tion does not require further 
measures,” it told die Organisa- 
tion for Economic Cooperation 
and Development after the 
OECD had railed on itto expand 
faster. 

Central role 

“Very little is possible in 
Europe without Germany play- 
ing a central role.” OECD direc- 
tor Kjell Anderson commented. 

Bonn seems more worried 
about inflation and its spending 
deficit than growth, but some 
economists say it will change. 

“Since the crash some of the 
regional politicians, big busines- 
ses and banks have increasingly 
started to challenge the convenr 
tional view that fighting the bud- 
get deficit is the first priority,” 
said Richard Ried, chief 
European economist at brokers 
Phillips and Drew. 

The industry-backed Institute 
for the West German Economy 
(IW) sees real 1988 German 


growth of less than one per cent 
and major employers are said to 
be very worried. 

Economists think Bonn may 
step up privatisations and 
liberalise strict shop trading 
hours to encourage spending. 

But analysts note Germany's 
falling birthrate means whatever 
growth is around goes further per 
capita. They say the German 
electorate won't feel a slowdown 
as sharply as others and may vote 
out the politician who risks infla- 
tion for extra growth. 

French politicians will be 
hamstrung until after presiden- 
tial elections in the spring. Mean- 
while, a big debate is brewing on 
the cost of a social security sys- 
tem forecast to run up a 1 9 billion 
franc (S3.5 billion) deficit this 
year. 

“One very big question com- 
ing up is the future and Lbecostof 
the welfare stale," Bank 
Indosuez's Potts said. 

Unrepeatable 

New British lax cuts are on the 
agenda as Britain enters 1988 
with strong growth. But theprice 
of above-average expansion is a . 
widening trade, deficit and per- 
haps inflation. If they sap con- 
fidence in sterling, interest rates 
may have to stay high. 

Italian Prime Minister 
Giovanni Goria has said: “A 
period of virtually unrepeatable 
economic progress has finished. 


The key word is change 


Gulf is geared for economic upturn 


DESPITE the downturn in the 
economies of the Gulf over the 
past three to four years, the 
region still comprises one of the 
most important markets of the 
world, fostered by a strong com- 
mitment to the principles of free 
trade. 

The six Gulf countries con- 
stitute the world's 8 th largest 
import market and enjoy high 
standards of living with levels of 
per capita income and consump- 
tion matching those of the most 
developed countries, according 
to Gulf Economic & Financial 
Report. 

With or without the fall in oil 
prices, the level of expenditure of 
the 70s and early SOs were bound 
to decrease once major infras- 
tructural projects were com- 
pleted. 

Nevertheless, the region 
remains a sizeable market for a 
wide range of goods and services, 
and with the projected upturn in 
economic conditions and the far 
more favourable growth prosp- 
ects expected for the 90s. the Gul f 
countries promise to be as well 
the markets of the future. 

Slowdown 

The economic slowdown that 
started in 1983 represents the end 
of the sales and trading era. 
Marketing is taking over and is 
becoming more risible in all sec- 


Successful marketing is based 
on the ability to recognise new 
trends in consumer demand and 
to take advantage of evolving 
market conditions by developing 
the right product and marketing 
it at the right time. 

In theGulfcoun tries where the 
key word is change, the impor- 
tance of marketing is even 
greater than elsewhere. 

Unfortunately, the role of 
marketing continues to be 
undefined and under-utilised, as 
participants remain unclear of 
what it entails and unconvinced 
of its benefits relative to its costs. 

Expansion 

The factors that have affected 
Gulf markets include growing 
national populations, changing 
structure of expatriate labour 
force, expansion of education, 
shi fting of tastes and preferences, 
the proliferation and specialisa- 
tion of retail outlets, improved 
distribution systems, better 
government regulations, growth 
oflocal companies and more and 
better advertising. 

The various aspects of Gulf 
markets, their structure, chang- 
ing character and the marketing 
process in general will be con- 
sidered in this issue. 

Gulf markets in the 1990s will 
undoubtedly be dominated by 
those companies who have spent 
time and effort to understand 
and adapt to the changing condi- 


tions of these markets. 

The marketing process 
includes product and market 
research, risk analysis, planning, 
testing and promotion. In other 
words moving beyond the realm 
of simply selling towards creat- 
ing markets for'products and 
services that are commercially 
viable and able to survive and 
flourish. 

Since 1983, an era of intense 
competition has been unfolding 
in the Gulf region brought forth 
by declining oil revenues, chang- 
ing life styles and consumption 
habits. 

Domestic markets which used 
to be very profitable and fast 
growing have shrunk lately and 
become highly competitive. 

The new* market conditions 
dictate new ways in which busi- 
ness is to be carried out. Sales* 
forecasts based on projections 
from previous years can be rather 
deceiving in the light of overall 
declining market size. 

Crucial 

International suppliers are 
relying more than ever before on 
the marketing process to 
preserve their market shares. 

They are competing as well 
with local manufacturers trying 
to introduce their products and 
capture a foothold in an already 
overcrowded market. 

Marketing, not only of goods. 


but also of services has been 
emerging as a crucial tool for 
survival. Banks which have been 
gradually introducing fee-gen- 
erating services and investment 
banking products now find 
themselves in same position as 
merchants and industrialists in 
need of marketing strategies to 
sell their services under greatly 
reduced expectations of the 
market’s size. 

Assessment of market risks 
has become even mo re important 
than assessment of credit risk. At 
the same time, institutions 
providing other services such as 
airlines, insurance and shipping 
companies, hotels, etc have been 
gradually developing and are 
able to cater for a considerable 
proportion of the area's need. 

International companies have 
started to feel the heal of com- 
petition and have realised the 
need for more marketing in order 
to preserve their market share. 

Maay companies selling to the 
Gulf have treated their target 
customers more or less the same 
as their Western or Far Eastern 
customers, or as an untested cli- 
che of a general Gulf Arab cus- 
tomer. 

Many exporters to the region 
did not go through the necessary 
steps of product and market 
research as Gulf societies were 
perceived to be closed and 
impenetrable. 


G-7 secretly agrees to support dollar 


PARIS. Jan 4. (TJPI): The Group 
of Seven of industrialised nations 
secretly agreed to support die 
dollar when it issued a major 
currency exchange policy 
statement in December, a Paris 
financial daily reported today, 
quoting French Finance Mini- 
ster Edouard Ballad ur. 

La Tribune De L' Expansion 
quoted Baliadur as saying the 
seven major industrialised 
nations which called on Dec 22 
for more stable exchange rates 
also agreed they should brake the 
fail of the dollar and drafted an 
unpublished clause agreeing they 
would prop up the US currency. 

Baliadur also told the financial 
journal he thought it was time to 


abandon the current system of 
floating currency exchange rates 
and create a new, more highly 
regulated world monetary sys- 
tem. 

The minister of economy, fin- 
ance and privatisation said the 
so-called G-7 agreement “confir- 
med the necessity of a coordina- 
tion of economic policies to 
correct the imbalances which 
affect the world economy." 

He called for greater 
adherence to the Louvre 
currency stabilisation agree- 
ment. the previous G-7 pact 
drawn up in February which 
urged, but did noL produce, more 
stable exchange rates. 

“In the second place it (was) 


agreed that the dollar should fall 
no further.” Baliadur said, refer- 
ring to the recent G-7 meeting. 
The resulting statement had the 
undesired effect of triggering 
another plunge. 

“The seven major countries 
committed themselves to 
cooperating on exchange mark- 
ets to this end. Their accord con- 
tains unpublished clauses con- 
cerning the action of central 
banks on currency markets," the 
Tribune De L'Expansion quoted 
the French finance chief as stat- 
ing. 

Enable 

Baliadur told the paper that 
“international cooperation is the 
only path that will enable the 


world to correct theconsiderable 
imbalances which the floating 
exchange system has allowed to 
accumulate.” 

He said that lor the past 15 
years the international currency 
exchange market has been 
stricken with “incertitude and 
fragility,” despite steps such as 
the creation of the European 
Monetary System and the G-7 
accords. 

“Beyond that.” Baliadur said, 
“1 am convinced that we will 
have to commit ourselves to the 
reconstruction of a true inter- 
national monetary order,” 
which he said should include 
“automatic controls and sanc- 
tions.” 


Indonesia 
seeks new 
markets 
to boost 
trade 

JAKARTA. Jan 4. (Reuter): 
Indonesia, seeking new markets 
for its rubber, coffee and other 
primary commodities, has iden- 
tified China and Eastern Europe 
as key areas for expanding 
exports in 1988. 

President Suharto singled out 
China and Eastern Europe as 
targets for expansion during an 
end-of-th e-year cabinet session 
to review the budget he will 
announce on Thursday, govern- 
ment officials said today. 

Suharto has followed a staun- 
chly anti-communist line since 
rising to power after a failed coup 
in 1 965, which he blamed on Beij- 
ing-backed communists, but in 
die last four years has approved 
increased trade with communist 
states 

Indonesia, the largest country 
in South-East Asia, only 
reopened direct trade with Beij-

Activists battle kangaroo killers 
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By Timotiiy Aeppel 

WASHINGTON — -InBritain, 
eight running-shoe manufac- 
turers have stopped using lean , 
garoo leather in their products. 

The European Community 
Parliament, meanwhile, slap- 
ped a partial ban on the import 
of -kangaroo skins in Septem- 
ber, and a bill introduced in the 
United Stales Congress calls 
for even more stringent con- 
trols. 

These efforts reflect the 
growing push by a fervent 
coalition of environmen talis t 
and animal-rights advocates 
against one of the largest com- 
mercial wildlife harvests in the 
world. 

Nearly 3 million kangaroos 
will be killed, in Australia this 
year for commercial uses. Oth- - 
ers will b? hunted illegally or 
eliminated as agricultural 
pests. 

Australian officials consider 
it “culling" and say it is neces- 
sary. They argue that kan- 
garoos over-populate many 
parts of the country and com- 
pete with cattle and sheep for 
pasture — points hotly dis- 
puted by critics. . 

The killing of kangaroos has 
long stirred controversy inside 
Australia, where the marsupial 
is a cherished national symboL 
Activists now want to make it 
an international issue as well. 

“The mainstay of the export 
market/' says Lorraine 
Thorne, an organiser with 
Greenpeace International 
based in London. “So we 
believe the most effective 
approach is to make the inter- 
national community aware of 
their involvement in the slaugh- 
ter.*’ 

Greenpeace is orchestrating 
the international campaign, 
including last year's drive 
against running-shoe compan- 
ies. In that case, the environ- 
mental lobbying group wrote 
to firms m Britain, mowing 
them an advertisement that 
they planned to produce nam- 
ing shoe companies that use 
kangaroo. 

“(The firms) had an oppor- 
tunity to stop their name from 
being associated with kan- ' 
garoo skin, and they took it,” . 
says Ms Thorne. Indeed, four 


of the companies — including 
Nike and New Balance — ■ have 
vowed to make their products 
“kangaroo free'’ workWidc. 

A consumer campaign is also 
being prepared for the US. In 
January, the International Wil- 
dlife Coalition based in Fal- 
mouth, Mass., will publish a 
booklet, listing US companies 
that use kangaroo skin in thdr 
products. 

“Many products aren't 
labeled kangaroo skin, so it's 
taking a lot of investigation on 
our pan topinpoint the items," 
says Marian Newman, the 
coalition's Washington-based 
programme director. 

Australia earns about $10 
million a year from its kan- 
garoo trade, most of it from 
skins exported to Europe, 
North America, and parts of 
Asia. The leather is used in 
everything from handbags to 
baseball gloves. A much 
smaller market has developed 
for kangaroo meat, which is 
sold as a delicacy in some parts 
of the world. 


John Qune, a spokesman for 
the Australian Embassy in 
Washington, says, 4 ‘We just 
can't accept the argument that 
the larger species which are 
hunted commercially are in any 
way endangered*' by theculling 
programme. 

Australian officials estimate 
that there are at least 19 million 
of the three largest species of 
kangaroos. These three — the 
red, eastern gray, and western 
gray kangaroos — are the 
primary targets of hunters. 

The- group of animals 
typically referred to as “kan- 
garoos" includes 48 different 
species, ranging from human- 
sized red kangaroos to tiny rat 
kangaroos. 

It’s the methods of the kill- 
ing, as much as the hunt itself, 
that has stirred controversy. 

Filins produced for 
European, US, and Japanese 
television use graphic footage 
to show how the animals are 
spotlighted at night, then killed 
with a shot to the head. Aus- 
tralian officials contend that

much of the information dis- 
tributed abroad plays on emo- 
tions. 

“I don’t know if there’s any 
nice way to kill an animal," Mr 
Gune says, “but we say it must 
be done — so we should do it as 
humanely as possible." With- 
out the commercial harvest, he 
says, fanners and ranchers 
would be forced to use cheaper, 
less humane methods, such as 
poisoning water holes. 

The international campaign 
against kangaroo killing is 
being tailored to suit different 
countries. In Britain, a nation 
with historic ties to Australia, 
there’s heavy emphasis on the 
coming Australian bicenten- 
nial. The slogan: “200 years of 
slaughter isn't something to 
celebrate." 

Meanwhile, the European 
Parliament earlier this fall 
'approved a measure that would 
ban the import of 45 species of 
kangaroo and put the three 
large species onto a special list. 
The large animals could still be 
imported, but extensive mon- 
itoring of the trade would be 
required. 

In the US, the focus is on a 
bill in Congress that would ban 
the import of all kangaroo 
products. In 1974, the US Fish 
and Wildlife Service put the 
three largest species on the 
Threatened Species List and 
banned ail imports. The 
“threatened" list is one step 
down from the “endangered" 
list. 

Under heavy pressure from 
the Australian government, the 
US lifted the ban in 1 98 1 . At the 
time, the Reagan administra- 
tion said that the Australians 
had implemented an effective 
kangaroo management plan. 

Under the plan, each Aus- 
tralian state develops its own 
programme which must then be 
approved by federal officials. 
Last year, activists against the 
kangaroo killing challenged 
Queensland’s management 
plan before an administrative 
appeals tribunal and succeeded 
in getting it proclaimed invalid. 
Activists are challenging 
Queensland’s programme 
again this year.

NAIROBI, Kenya: Ever since 
the movie “Out of Africa" 
romanticised the glorious vis- 
tas and wildlife of East Africa, 
people have been pouring into 
Kenya. But the influx of so 
many tourists deepens the 
threat to animals already put at 
risk by rapidly disappearing 
habitat, poaching, and 
mediocre management. 

“The wildlife and scenic 
resources that attract visitors to 
Africa, now a tiny fragment of 
what once existed, are seriously 
threatened." says Paul Schin- 
dler, president of the United 
States- based African Wildlife 
Foundation. "U is remarkably 
fragile compared to much of the 
Uni led States or Europe. 

The international conserva- 
tion community was heartened 
when Kenyan President Daniel 
Arap Moi appointed Perez 
Olindo director of Kenya's 
national parks and game 
reserves. 

“The happy circumstance is 
the remarkable difference one 
person can make. Perez Olindo 
is such a man." says Dr Schin- 
dler. “His wisdom, experience, 
and plain common sense may 
make a critical difference to the 
future of these remarkable 
areas. 

Mr Olindo is faring complex 
challenges. Elephant and rhin- 
oceros populations have been 
devastated by poaching. Wil- 
dlife babitat outside national 
parks and wildlife reserves is 
vanishing, and commercial 
tourism grows unconstrained 
within the preserves. 

Park 3nd wildlife man- 
agement has grown infinitely 
moredifficultinrecentdecades. 
Land that once was habitat for 
| myriad wildlife species has been 
converted to range for agricul- 
tural use at a tremendous rale. 
Wildlife populations are 
increasingly restricted to the 
established parks and reserves. 
But the global demand for wil- 
dlife products such as rhino 
horn, ivory, and fur seems to 
make poaching irresistible. 

The problems of habitat loss 
and poaching have been com- 
pounded by corruption, mis- 
management, and neglect. 
Rangers on foot, armed with 
World War I-vintage rifles and 
limited ammunition' are a poor 
match for highly mobile poa- 
chers armed with 
semiautomatic weapons. 
Olindo notes, “when a rhino 
horn is worth 565,000, rangers.

park wardens, and anyone else 
trying to conserve them is in a 
dangerous position." The trade 
in illicit wildlife products has 
had a corrosive and corrupting 
influence on the operation of 
Kenya's parks and wildlife 
reserves. 

Evident 

Lax management and 
neglect are also evident, as 
when wildlife areas are not 
adequately patrolled, gas and 
spare parts for vehicles and 
plants are in short supply, or 
supplies and salaries for staff 
come late. The negative impact 
on staff morale becomes 
obvious. 

As the parks and reserves 
evolve into ecological islands, 
different and more intensive 
“people" and wildlife man- 
agement is required. The need 
for wildlife to migrate onto- 
private lands for part of the 
year necessitates extensivedeal- 
ings with local landowners 
whose livestock may compete 






for the same forage. More deal- 
ings with local politicians are 
also required, along with more 
interaction with tourists and 
various segments of the tourist 
industry. 

The Kenyan government 
expects tourist dollars to help 
pay the bills for wildlife con- 
servation. But conservationists 
worry that a higher volume of 
visitors will adversely affect the 
remaining wild animals in their 
last natural sanctuaries. 
Ultimately, they fear the loss of 
the very values that originally 
attracted tourists. 

Tourism, long a mainstay of 
the national economy, has 
increased dramatically - an 
ann ual growth rate of nearly 30 
per cent over the past several 
years. More than 350.000 
visitors are expected this year. 
A recent cabinet minister for 
tourism and wildlife set an 
ambitious goal of 1 million 
tourists per year. 

Hotels, tour operators, 
drivers, park rangers, craft 


industries, and even local 
Masai landowners are benefit- 
ting from the boom. But tour- 
ism is not an entirely benign 
industry. Too many vehicles, 
hot-air balloons, hotels, tented 
camps, and staff and support 
facilities packed into or near the 
reserves can have a negative 
impact 

Olindo has already acted on 
some of these concerns. A new 
park warden is to be appointed . 
in Amboseli National Pr.rk, one 
who can be expected to move 
quickly to enforce rules on 'off i 
road driving.’ This will help to i 
reduce the pressure onlionsand 
cheetahs, which, although few 
in number, are a primary tour- 
ist attraction. 

Olindo has negotiated with 
Local officials to place a tem- 
porary ban on further develop- i 
ment of lodges and tented 
camps around the Masai Mara 
Game Reserve. Further expan- 
sion of hot-air balloon safaris 
will be opposed, and stricter 
rules on their operation sought. 

“Parks should be seen as 
inviolate sanctuaries with win- 
dows for us to see into them," 
says Olindo. “Kenya is the cus- 
todian of these great natural 
resources by accident of 
geography, but they belong to 
all humanity and to posterity." 

Rescuing Kenya's belea- 
guered black rhinos is Perez 
Olindo's most imm ediate crisis. 
Their number has dropped 
from 20,000 in 1970 to barely 
500 today, says Kenya’s recen-’ 
tly appointed director of 
national parks and game 
reserves. 

The National Rhino Plan 
envisions establishment of 
several rhino sanctuaries, bet- 
ter antipoaching efforts, and 
relocation of rhinos. More than 
100 endangered rhinos will be 
moved from outlying areas to 
sanctuaries — Nakuru, Tsavo, 
Aberdares, Mem, and Nairobi 
national parks and several 
private ranches. 

Conservation groups helped 
the government fence Nakuru, 
a park already famous as home 
to milli ons of flamingos. The 
first 15 rhinos were released 
there in May. 

Conservation education is 
also a major concern. “We must 
do more to allow the people of 
Kenya to see and value their 
parks and wildlife heritage." 
Olindo says. He recognises that 
without a broad local con- 
stituency, conservation will 
continue to face a precarious 
future.

Opening lead: Ace of ♦ 

Under most circumstances, the 
winning defense on this hand would 
make you a laughing stock. But 
once in a while even seemingly 
strange plays are correct. ■■ 
South's jump to four hearts 
strikes us as a little conservative. At 
rubber bridge, his decision to pull 
the double to five hearts is clear cut; 
at duplicate, where honors don't 
count, he would be faced with a 
considerable problem. 


Against five hearts West led the 
ace of clubs, and East discarded his 
queen of diamonds to show his inte- 
rior sequence while denying the 
king. East ruffed the club continua- 
tion, but declarer overruffed, drew 
trumps and cashed five spade tricks, 
discarding all of his diamonds. He 
ended up with an overtrick. 

This was a rather ignoble result, 
and it was caused by East spending 
his trump one trick too late. True, 
that would have meant ruffing his 
^ partner’s ace — an act that is usually 
'greeted with ridicule. But here there 
is sound logic why that is the correct 
play. 

South surely has solid hearts for 
his jump to game and rehid at the 
five-level. If he has the ace of dia- 
monds as well, the contract will be a 
shoo-in even if declarer has a doub- 
leton club. 

Therefore, if the hand is to be de- 
feated, ■ West must have the ace of 
diamonds. Clearly, therefore. East 
should ruff the ace of clubs and 
shift to the queen of diamonds. 
West knows whether declarer start- 
ed with two clubs or one, and he will 
be able to defend in such way that 
East-West get all their tricks. As the 
cards lie, two diamonds and a dub 
are their limit, but that is enough for 
a one-trick set.

Questions linger over 
stability during Games 


SEOUL, South Korea, Jan 4, 
(UPI)i If Surfing were an Olym- 
pic event. South Koreans would 
surely take the gold this summer 
when they host the 24th Summer 
Olympiad. 

. The supercharged . political 
atmosphere of the country was 
Ii ke a giant wave gaining momen- 
tum through more than a yearof 
rioting and social upheaval that 
led to the first direct presidential 
election in nearly 17 years. 

Crested 

Sports officials say the wave of 
uncertainty that washed over 
South Korea's political future 
crested with the election of 
government party candidate 
Roh Tae-Woo, who is preparing 
to take power from President 
Chun Doo Hwan in February. 

But now uncertainty lingers in 
the winter haze like the tear gas of 
riots past. Olympic officials still 
face the same question: will the 
1988 Games be disrupted by 
political instability. They always 
say no, but opposition parties are 
reserving judgement. 

The Olympics rank as one of 
the nation’s two most important 
national goals for 1988, along 
with the change of government, 
which would be the first non- 
violent transfer of power in 
modem Korean history. 

With nine months to go, the 
capital is nearly papered over 
with Olympic logos and sign 
boards and the public relations 
machine is in high gear. A recent 
newspaper headline said the 
Seoul Olympiad would be “the 
largest event in history.” 


But opposition parties, stung 
by their Dec 1 6 defeat at the polls, 
say they could back anti-govern- 
ment street protests during the 
international sportsfest if the 
government has not implemen- 
ted promised democratic 
■ reforms' and ’ is using inter- 
national attention from the 
Games to bolster its own power 
and prestige. 

Besides the threat of dissident 
or popular street protests during 
the Games. South Koreans 
believe terrorism by communist 
North Korea during the Olym- 
pics is possible, especially after 
the Nov 29 bombing of a Korean 
Air jetliner officials here suspect 
was the work of North Korean 
agents. AH 115 people aboard 
were killed. 

Two weeks after the election, 
which Democratic Justice Party 
candidate Roh won with 36 per 
cent of the vote against opposi- 
tion candidates Kim Young- 
Sam and Kim Dae Jung, the 
losers charged the balloting was 
rife with government fraud. 

And Kim Young-Sam's party 
said it might support anti-gover- 
nment street demonstrations 
when the Olympics come to 
Seoul. 

“Our nation does not exist for 
the Olympics. They come after 
the survival of the nation,” said 
Park Young- Hwan. a spokes- 
man for the opposition Reun- 
ification Democratic Party. 

“If the Olympic Games are 
used to curb national develop- 
ments in democracy and human 
rights, we will not overlook 
that,” he said.

DENVER. Jan 4. (AP): It's been 
a good year for Americans on the 
international figure skating 
scene. Now. they've turned their 
attention to the domestic front. 

The US Figu re Skating Cham- 
pionships. which began today, 
will serve as qualifying for next 
month's Olympics and the world 
championships in March.

Thomas is taking 
courses at the University of 
Colorado on a part-time basis. 

Al Skate Canada, where most 
of the top contenders for Olym- 
pic medals skated, Thomas per- 
formed flawlessly in the long 
programme. She . trailed Can- 
ada's Elizabeth Manley heading 
into the freestyle, but her four- 
minute routine lifted her to the 
title. 

“Nailing my programme like 
that was a big help for the rest of 
the season.” Thomas said. "You 
need all the victories you can gel 
on the way to the Olympics.” 

Caryn Kadavy, third in the 
world last year, tuned up with a 
sizzling gold-medal performance 
al the Si Ivd International in 
London. T renary. who. skated 
poorly at the Worlds, was a win- 
ner in Paris.

PARIS, Jan 4, (Reuter): Com- 
petitors in the 10th Paris-Dakar 
motor rally set off through shift- 
ing desert sands today along the 
daunting Algerian ‘Forgotten 
TraiL’ billed as one of the most 
testing runs of the 13,000-km 
race. 

The fifth stage of the rally, 
over 594 km from thedesert town 
of El Oued to Hassi-Messaoud, is 
the first timed special run 
through the untracked wilder- 
ness of the Sahara. The race 
includes 8,000 km of special 
stages. 

Knock 

Organisers said the 585 com- 
petitors still in the event after 
four days would race over sand 
dunes for 250 km before reaching 
flat ground. 

They said today’s feared run 
through virgin territory would 
knock at least 10 per cent of 
drivers out of the toughest Paris- 
Dakar rally yet. 

French favourite Patrick Zan- 
iroli, winner in 1985 and runner- 
up last year, was among today's 
competitors despite mechanical 
problems with his Range Rover 
yesterday. 

But 17 of the 602 cars, trucks 
and motorcycles which set off 
from Paris on January 1 have 
already abandoned the 20-day 
trek to the Senegalese capital 
Dakar, on Africa's Atlantic 
coast. 

The Sahara desert is known to 
take a heavy toll on drivers, and 
several have died in the 10-year 
history of the race. It is common- 
place for drivers to go missing for 
several days in the uninhabited 
regions of the Algerian Sahara. 

Organisers rely on many of the 
participants dropping out before 
the halfway stage, when it is still 
possible to return to Algiers by 
tarmac road. 

Support 

Otherwise the logistics of sup- 
plying competitors, journalists 
and support staff in some of the 
poorest and least equipped coun- 
tries in the world would be 
impossible. 

Organisers said 85 per cent of 
the 1988 race would be through 
terrain that had not been raced 
before. The race includes several 
stages run in previous rallies, 
through Tamanrasset, Niamey. 
Timbuktu and Nouakchott.

Aquino suffered the fourth 
defeat of his career. 

"i was breathless, unable to 
carry any serious punch.” he 
said. "I am sorry for missing a 
world chance. It will be difficult 
to get another one.” 

Curry, of the United Stales, 
lost his welterweight title in Sep- 
tember. 1986. to Britain's Lloyd 
Honeyghan. 


Foerster retires from W. German teamj Violence threatens 

future of world’s 
most popular sport 


BONN, Jan 4, (Reuter): West 
Germany's world-class stopper 
Karlheinz Foerster said today 
that he had decided to retire from 
the national team. 

Foerster. 29, regarded for the 
best past of a decade as one of the 
world’s best players in his posi- 
tion, told the West German 
sports agency S.I.D. he had 
informed West German man- 
ager Franz Beckenbauer of his 
decision yesterday. 

Moved 

"It was a tough decision to 
make,” he said. “After aU, the 
European Championship this 
year in my own country was a 
powerful attraction.” 

Foerster, who won 81 caps, 
has not played for his country 
since the 1 9S6 World Cup final in 
Mexico which East Germany 
lost 3-2 to Argentina. 

Shortly afterwards, he moved 
from his club Stuttgart to Otym- 
pique Marseille in France and 
asked not to be considered for 
international duty on a tem- 
porary basis while he concen- 
trated on his nbwclub. 


But he was troubled for a long 
time by a virus infection and has 
struggled to return to the form 
which made him a marker capa- 
ble of snuffing out the threat of 
most of the world's top strikers. 

Beckenbauer has often said he 
would welcome Foerster back in 
his side for June's European 
Championship but the player 
said he tough t the pressure of 
club commitments in the com- 
petitions would leave him with 
the risk of endangering his health 
if he took part. 

Seemed 

Foerster. who played in two 
World Cup finals and in West 
Germany's 1980 European 
championship-winning side, was 
such a fixture in the national 
team he had seemed certain to 
break Beckenbauer's own record 
of 103 caps. * 

“I could certainly have rea- 
ched 104,” Foerster said. “But 
you shouldn't try to do some- 
thing like that at any cost. 
Sometimes you have to be more 
sensible.

ZURICH, Jan 4. (Reuter): Soc- 
cer violence, the phenomenon 
once described as the 'English 
disease’, has spread Lhrough the 
body of European and world 
football at such a rale it has 
become a threat to the future of 
the world's most popular sport. 

On and off Lhe pitch, acts of 
hooliganism have continued to 
escalate since the first serious 
outbreaks of trouble in the late 
1970s. 

Destruction and injury 
through hooliganism has par- 
ticularly plagued Europe, where 
the 1 990 World Cup finals will be 
held in Italy. 

Spectre 

Tie International Football 
Federation (Fifa) last month 
staged the World Cup qualifying 
.draw inshowy style with popular 
entertainment laid on for a 
world-wide television audience. 

But behind the facade lay a 
fear that soccer's glamour days 
could be numbered because of 
declining interest in a sport still 
fighting to shake off the spectre 
of continuing holiganism in the 
aftermath of the 1985 Heyscl 
stadium tragedy in Brussels. 

That night 39 people died as a 
rfesuh of a major crowd distur- 
bance: before the European Cup 
final between Italy’s Juvenlus 
and Liverpool of England. 

Fifa has recognised the 
severity of the problem. Indeed, 
general secretary Joseph Blatter 
believes Fifa’s planned sealing 
and security measures for the 
1 990 World Cup finals will make 
the event the safest international 
tournament ever held. 

But, as the catalogue of 
violence in Europe this season 
reveals, the sport's ruling body 
can do little to confront the 
problem at club level. 

Players and referees have been 
attacked, coaches vandalised 
and sLoned. tear gas bombs 
exploded, dozens injured and 
hundreds arrested. 

In Britain violence has struck 
both on and off the pilch. 

Four players were charged 
with criminal offences after a 
violent Glasgow derby match 
beLween Rangers and Celtic, in 
which three players were sent off. 
In another Scottish match 40 
people were taken to hospital 
and 200 treated at the ground 
after a CS gas cannister was thr- 
own into the crowd. 


In England more than 110 
players had been dismissed 
before the end of November 
amid calls for stricter refereeing. 

In the Netherlands a 
European championship 
qualifying tieagainst Cyprus was 
halted for an hour after a fir- 
ework was thrown on the pitch, 
hurting Cypriot goalkeeper 
Andrea Charitou. 

The match ended in an 8-0 win 
for the Dutch, but the European 
Football Union (UEFA) sub-' 
sequently awarded victory to 
Cyprus. Then, after a Dutch 
appeal, it was replayed in an 
empty stadium and the Dutch 
won 4-0 to qualify for the finals. 

Rotterdam, where the original 
match was played,, was banned 
from staging UEFA matches 
until July 1990. 

In Italy missile-throwing has 
become a regular threat 

When champions Napoli 
visited Pisa in September, Ales- 
sandro Renica washit by a coin 
thrown from the crowd and 
could not continue. Italian soc- 
cer authorities reversed the result 
and awarded the match to 
Napoli. 

When Juventus played Cesena 
in Turin in November, Cesena's 
Dario Sanguin was almost hit by 
a firecracker. Juventus won on 
the day, but Cesena was sub- 
sequently awarded victory. 

In a Polish Third Division 
match in October, a fan used an 
airgun to injure two players and a 
spectator. In November all three 
officials in charge of another 
Third Division match in 
Przysierek were seriously beaten 
by fans after the home team, 
Sparta, lost. 

Hooliganism has also grown 
in the Soviet Union. After a 
match between Dynamo Kiev 
and Spartak Moscow in Septem- 
ber, gangs of Kiev fans attacked 
the Muscovites with bottles, 
bricks and elute at the railway 
station. 

The following month nation- 
alist hostility surfaced when fans 
of the Lithuanian team Zhalgiris 
dashed with Cska Moscow sup- 
porters in Vilnius. There were 1 8 
arrests. 

Psychologists and sodologists 
say hooliganism is a problem for 
sodety at large and not just soc- 
cer. But finding the answer is not 
as simple as identifying the symp- 
toms.
